COMMENTS ON ALLEGED SAVIMBI-PIDE CONNECTION 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 29 Mar 80 p 1 


[Text] Was Savimbi a collaborator with the PIDE [Police for the Control of 
Foreigners and Defense of the State)-DGS [Directorate General for security], 
or not? This was the great dispute which arose almost inadvertently after 
the publication in Portugal of several interviews with the UNITA puppet in 
Rabat, which were related to the "Thatcherian" diplomacy of Freitas do Ama- 
ral, rekindled by an anti-Sovietism connected with the problem in Afghanis- 
tan. 


At a certain juncture in the interview, Savimbi claimed that the documents 
published after 25 April 1974 by the magazine AFRIQUE-ASIE had been fabri- 
cated by the KGB (Soviet secret service) to exclude him from an historic 
representative status in the country of the future. The Angolan people 

no longer have any doubt that Savimbi was an agent of imperialism (a pre- 
mature Muzorewa); and, after all, just as he joined the Portuguese to com- 
bat the MPLA, the UNITA puppet is now becoming allied in a shameless way 
with the South Africans, to combat the government of the People's Republic 
of Angola. Because what is involved is not, as in the past, an African op- 
position to an independent African government, a corollary of a political 
and ideological difference (and in this regard, the MPLA was a liberation 
front which combined a variety of ideological persuasions), but rather an 
anti-African opposition, both yesterday and today; previously because it 
was joined with the Portuguese, and later because it is associated with the 
South African troops. But, returning to the subject of the recent contro- 
versy in Portugal over Savimbi's record in Antonio Maria Cardoso Street 
(which was the headquarters of the PIDE-DGS in Lisbon), the matter reached 
ironic and comical forums, particularly on Portuguese televison channel 2, 
on Joaquim Letria's program entitled “Just So," which, incidentally, is one 
of the TV programs with the largest audience in Portugal. 


Because there was a certain amount of apprehension concerning UNITA's col- 
laboration, Joaquim Letria, after the publication of the interview with 
Savimbi, in which the latter assured him (on a lovely lawn shaded by a 
trellis in Rabat) that he never collaborated with the Portuguese, etc., 














gave the "blah-blah" that the Portuguese might be able to return to Angolan 
territory after the "expulsion of the Soviet-Cuban army" (those rallies which 
were notcrious in Huambo during the "election campaign"). But a collabora- 
tor with the PIDE? Never. With the South Africans? Not that either. He 
attacked A."RIQUE-ASIE and the weekly, EXPRESSO, a newspaper with Social De- 
mocratic connotations, whose editor also maintained that Savimbi was a PIDE 
agent. 


Following the claims made by the UNITA puppet, Captain Sousa e Castro, a 
member of the Council of the Revolution, and head of the Committee for Abo- 
lishment of the PIDE-DGS, in other words, the man who handles thousands of 
documents which, even today, would compromise many people in the event that 
they were all m.de public, was invited to make statements. 


Now, Sousa e Castro said (in a highly technical manner, since he did not 
want to become involved in political controversies) that there was no doubt 


that Savimbi was, in fs . collaborator with the PIDE-DGS. He remarked: 
"I make this assertic» in uw, capacity as head of the committee to abolish 
the Salazarist polic: There are more than enough documents to prove it.” 
The April captain con ' py saying: "Obviously, Savimbi is not going to 


tell me that they were forged by the KGB." 


But efter Sousa Castro, there appeared on television the journalist Augusto 
de Carvalho, editor of the newspaper EXPRESSO, whom Savimbi also accused of 
lying. It was a hard blow for those who had mounted Savimbi's propaganda 

in Portugal; because Augusto de Carvalho brought, from sources not exactly 
known, handfuls of photocopies of documents which were highly dangerous to 
Savimbi, the veracity of which could not be questioned. There appeared sig- 
natures of Portuguese generals, many of them still on active duty; and they 
could not be claimed to be communists, just as Augusto de Carvalho could not 
either. He is only a journalist, who abides by standards of professional 
deontology and who was not willing to be called a liar. 

On Joaquim Letria's program, "Just So," the sorcery worked against the sor- 
cerer. The television viewers became convinced that Savimbi was a colonial 
agent. Sousa Castro even declared that the evidence was such that, if Sa- 
vimbi were a Portuguese citizen, a warrant would be issued for his arrest 
accorling to ghe terms of Article 8/75 of the Constituent Assembly, which 
calls for the imprisonment of fascist police agents. 


The broadcast was such an offense to the Portuguese right-wing die-hards that 
the reactionary press, the next morning, called Letria all kinds of names, 
even "traitor." The newspaper RUA unmasked itself a few days later, by 
stating that if Savimbi did, in fact, collaborate with the PIDE, then that 
was only an honor for Savimbi himself. This was apparently the straw that 
broke the camel's back: By a court order, the editor of that paper, Manuel 
Maria Murias, was incarcerated for up to 14 months for crimes against free- 
dom of the press. Of course, this tirade was not the only one; there were 
many more previous ones which accumulated in judicial proceedings.

nition in February 1976 of the government formed by the MPLA, 


While prospects for economic cooperation are not insignificant, particu-

Director of African and Malagasy Affairs at the quai d'Orsay [ Prench 
Yoreign office | Guy Gorgy's recent visit to Angola or French Minister of

GDR EXPERT ON INSTITUTION OF PEOPLE'S POWER 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 30 Mar 80 pp 1, 10 


[Excerpts) Huambo (from our special correspondent)--The First Interprovin- 
cial Seminar on the issue of the people's power, which took place in the 
town of Huambo, enabled the delegates to obtain information on how the as- 
semblies for instilling awareness and the electoral conferences which will 
give rise to the Provincial Assemblies, and consequently to the People's As- 
sembly, will be carried out. 


Noteworthy in the course of the work was the active participation of Sieg- 
fried Petzold, a full professor from the German Democratic Republic, who 
gave a lecture on the creation of the organs of the people's power, in which 
he described some of the experiences of his country and the socialist na— 
tions in the area of establishing the people's power. In a modest fashion, 
the experiences described will contribute to the creation of the Provincial 
Assemblies and the People's Assembly that is under way. 


As Siegfried Petzold noted in the course of his lecture, the people's power 
exists in all the socialis* countries, and hence the power of the state is 
in the hands of the people. The organs of the people's power developed in 
the democratic struggle which those people waged against the oppressor, 
abetted by international imperialism, and were based on the actual experi- 
ence of each people's anti-imperialist struggle as well as on each country's 
social realities. He stated: “Obviously, in Angola, the people's power will 
have to be based on the experience that the Angolan people have gained dur- 
ing the two battles for national liberation waged against Portuguese colo- 
nialism and fascism, and subsequently against the mercenaries, puppets and 
South African racist army; and it must also take into consideration the con- 
crete situation that is being experienced at present in Angola." 


He continued: “The people's power assumes key importance in the materializa- 
tion and consolidation of the state's power, and plays an extremely impor- 
tant role in the creation of a new social order; because, for the first time, 
it will enable the people to participate, through their elected officials, 

in the destiny of the nation, thereby creating the bases for the establish- 
ment of the people's democracy.” As Petzold stressed, the creation of the 














people's power will also make it possible to reinforce the bonds between the 
people and the state, and to make the latter increasingly consistent with 
the rea) aspirations of the working masses, He said: "Thus, the o1 vane of 
the peopie's power are organs of the popular masses, guided by the Marxist- 
Leniniet parties of the workers and peasants, which are helping to solve the 
people's problems and to consolidate the victories that have been won." 


As for the manner in which the organs of the people's power exercise power, 
Petzold noted that it differs from one country to another, because it is 
geared to the social realities in each area. “In the Soviet Union, we have 
the people's deputies; in the German Democratic Republic, we have the Peop- 
le's Chamber; and in the Republic of Cuba, we have the People's Assembly as 
the supreme power of the state. In che case of Angola, we have the People's 
Assembly, which is in keeping with the traditions and mentality of the An- 
golan people; and this notion must always lie in the center of the process 
of creating the peoole's power.” 


As Comrade Siegfried Petzold emphasized, the creation of the people's power 
in Angola will enhance the experience of the working masses’ struggle in the 
construction of a path of socialist development. He remarked: "This event 
will not only have national significance, but also an international scope; 
because experience will be gained here which will be of importance to other 
countries. This experience will be added to the treasury of Marxist-Leninist 
theory, because there is not yet much experience in this area on the African 
continent.” 


With regard to the participation of religious people in the organs of the 
people's power, Petzold, who considers this matter highly controversial, 
pointed out that there was a considerable number of Christian citizens in 
the GDR, who have faithfully participated in the implementation of the di- 
rectives from the party (SED [Socialist Unity Party of Germany]). He said: 
"They are citizens who still believe in God, but who collaborate with the 
state in the construction of socialism; and therefore they are also depu- 
ties of the people's power. If they still continue to believe in a better 
life in heaven...all well and good for them. What concerns us is that, on 
earth, they collaborate with us in the construction of socialisn.” 


Duties and Obligations of the Deputies 


He stated: “Our experience tells us that the organs of the people's power 
depend on the physical and intellectual priorities of the deputies. The 
deputy is the most important element in the people's power. The manner in 
which the organs of the people's power will operate depends on his dynamisn, 
conscience and other faculties. Therefore, a stringent selection of depu- 
ties must be made.” 


As for the qualifications which a deputy should have, Petzold emphasized that 
he must, in the first place, defend national unity in a consistent fashion. 














"A deputy does not represent only a district, a hospital or 4 cooperative; 


but rather the entire people.” After this requisite, he muet aleo defend 
the interests of his electors. "A deputy elected in Huambo must necessarily 
defend the interests of his electors; that is, the problems of water, light, 
production, clothing, etc. Moreover, he must aleo render an account to his 
electors of the way in which he defended their interests. Concurrently with 
these problems, the deputy must relate these ieaues to the problems that are 
being experienced throughout the entire country." 


As a third qualification, "The deputy must enjoy the party's confidence, and 
consistently uphold the political line devised by the party and the state " 
As other basic qualities, "He must be an example in his work center, and en- 
joy @ good reputation among the residents of his district, village, coopera- 
tive, etc.” 


Who Must Participate in the Elections 


In discussing the experience of his country, Petzold noted that all citizens 
in the GDR can participate in the elections, regardless of their ethnic ori- 
gin, class, creed or religion. The only requisite is that the voters must 
be over 18 years of age, and they may be elected starting at age 21. He 
said: “In the case of Angola, this question obviously depends on the social 
situations that exist in the country, wherein there must be a consideration 
of the high rate of illiteracy. Therefore, it is necessary to determine who 
must participate in the elections, and who must be excluded from the elec- 
tions.” 


The main characteristic of a deputy in the socialist countries is that he is 
a worker, above all. Even after his election, the deputy continues to be a 
worker. This feature is at odds with the characteristics of the deputies in 
the capitalist countries who, after they are elected to Parliament, become 
professional deputies.

REVOLUTIONARY COUNCIL APPROVES PROVINCIAL STATE APPARATUS RULES 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 30 Mar 80 p 1 


[Text] The Council of the Revolution recently approved the statute for the 
provincial state apparatus, a lengthy document which stipulates the prin- 
ciples which must govern the activity of the regional and local organs of 
the state apparatus, with a view toward abolishing the outworn structures 
inherited from colonialism and toward the construction of a democratic, 
people's state, in accordance with the guidance given by the MPLA's Firet 
Congress. 


Based on the spirit of this law, as set forth in the respective preamble, 
"A major role is played by the structure of the state apparatus on the pro- 
vincial, municipal, communal and settlement levels," for the purpose of 
“promoting production and productivity in the realm of agriculture, indus- 
try and emall production, taking advantage of the territorial reserves, and 
making rational use of them.” 


The law states that the state regional and local organs must "direct their 
attention toward an improvement in supplies to the population of goods of 
prime necessity, organizing the trading and bartering of commodities." 


Furthermore, “They have the obligation of gathering, studying and resolving 
the complaints, criticism and suggestions from the population for combating 
bureaucratism so that the relations between the state apparatus and the 
working masses will become increasingly close and intense, and the worker- 
peasant alliance will be guaranteed." 


In this connection, the delegates from the ministries and secretariats of 
state have an “obligation to submit to the coordination and supervision of 
the commissioner,” in the performance of the tasks which are associated 
with them, in accordance with the local situations. 


The statute for the provincial state apparatus specifically defines the func- 
tions and authority of the provincial commissioner, as well as the composi- 
tion and powers of the provincial commissionership; in addition to regulat- 
ing the su’ »rdination of the delegates to the provincial commissioners, the 








relations among the former, and the respective appointments and dismissals, 
aleo stipulating the organs which are to support the provincial  ommissioner. 


Similarly, the very same rulings are established for the organs and entities 
responsible for the municipalities, communes and settlements, with the excep- 
tion of the “municipalities of large towns and provincial capitals," the or- 
ganic structure of which "Will be the subject of an individual regulation to 
be prepared by the Ministry of Provincial Coordination, in accordance with 
the concrete status of each one." 


Furthermore, the decree from the Council of the Revolution stresses that: 

"The organic structure of the commissionerships on ail levels, whether pro- 
vincial, gunic!pal, communal or settlement, and the type of distribution and 
method of operation of the respective cadres, will be the subject of indivi- 
dual regulations to be approved by the minister of provincial coordination."

DOS SANTOS ON NAMIBIA, IMPLANTATION OF PEOPLE'S POWER 
Praia VOZ DI POVO in Portuguese 25 Mar 80 p 3

[Excerpts] VOZ DI POVO: Mr President, apart from your specific status, the 

travels of a statesman always arouse the interest of the press, especially 

when a visit to another nation is involved. Realizing that, after the stop 
that Your Excellency made in Cape Verde, you paid a visit to the Socialist 

Republic of Cuba, we would like you, in the capacity of supreme head of the 
MPLA-Labor Party and of the Angolan nacion, to comment to us on that visit 

of yours. 


President Jose &. dos Santos: In fact, we arrived this morning from the Re- 
public of Cuba, where we were on an official visit. Cuba is a country with 
which we maintain close ties of fraternal friendship, a country with which 
we have fought for the same ideals: peace and progress, against colonialism 
and against racism. In this atmosphere, we held rather thorough discussions 
with the heads of the Communist Party of Cuba and with the members of the 
government. We found a complete identity of views on all the essential is- 
sues which were discussed; and, as a supreme expression of friendship, we 
noticed everywhere we went an unfailing support for the struggle of our 
people, who are in a phase of national reconstruction, creating the technic- 
al and material foundations for the construction of socialism in our coun- 
try. We also noticed everywhere the warmth and affection of the young, and 
of people of all ages, who offered us, in fact, a sincere friendship along 
the main arteries and in the economic production units which we visited. 


VP: Your Excellency mentioned the victory recently won by the people of Zim- 
babwe. What is the position of the People's Republic of Angola regarding 
the hypothesis of establisting a demilitarized zone on the border, as a base 
for future segotiations? 


President E. Santos: With respect to the issue of Namibia, for several years 
contacts and discussions have been under way to find a just solution. Now 
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those contacts have been made either under the auspices of the United Na- 
tions or at the initiative of a group of five Western countries, Actually, 
after the passage of the Security Council's Resolution 435, which establish- 
es the process to be followed so as to enable Namibia to attain its indepen- 
dence, South Africa found some obstacles which impeded the prompt implemen- 
tation of that same resolution, Thus, we think that one of the ways which 
could lead to the implementation of that resolutionand its acceptance by 
al. the parties concerned would be the creation of a demilitarized zone 
along the entire border between Angola and Namibia, Namibia Zambia and Na- 
mibia Botewana. This demilitarized zone would allow the United Nations troops 
to establish control in the forward area of Namibian territory, and would, 
therefore, make possible the signing of a cease-fire and the initiation of 
an electoral precess under the control of the United Nations, which would 
culminate in the creation of a Namibian People's Assembly and the future 
proclamation of the independent state. 


VP: Mr President, a meeting of the Central Committee of the MPLA-Labor Party 
is due to be briefed within a few days on your achievements. Will the ques- 
tion inherent in the establishment of the people's power in Angola be a part 
of the work agenda for that session?’ 


President E. Santos: There is no doubt that one of the matters which current- 
ly concerns our party and the entire Angolan people is the implantation of 
the people's power. The people's power has emerged in our country as a type 
of struggle on the part of all the people against colonial domination, espe- 
cially in the critical phase of our process of national liberation, when we 
were in the period of transition toward independence, wherein the organized 
people had to confront not only the onslaughts of Portuguese colonialisa, 

by then virtually defeated, but also those of the imperialists and their 
agents. 


At that stage, particularly in the city of Luanda, neighborhood people's 
committees were created, which were an emanation from the will of the people. 
Obviously, our revolutionary process came to show that some of those commit- 
tees deviated from thei: real purpose, and from the role that they were sup- 
posed to play in the revolutionary process led by our vanguard, the MPLA, 
which was then a movement, but is now a Labor Party. But, with that phase 
marked by a certain amount of ideological confusion over, we now think that 
the conditions have been created for the formation of a Marxist-Leninist 
party. And we have been striving to actually create the organs of the peop- 
le's power. It is the decision of our Central Committee that the party or- 
gans, such as the Secretariat of the Central Committee, the Politbureau and 
the Central Committee itself, should deal regularly with matters related to 
the establishment of the people's power, inasmuch as we uphold the essential 
principle that the party is a nucleus of power, and hence the party guides 
all activity within the framework of our society, whether it be political, 
economic or social, and therefore it guides all the work related to the im 
plantation of the organs of the people's power on the national level. 
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VP; Mr President, the date for holding the second summit meeting of heads of 
state of the five countries which are members of the former CONCP [Conference 
of National Organizations of the Portuguese Colonies) is approaching. Its 
main topic will be related precisely to the most diversified patterns of co- 
operation that fe to take place among those fraternal countries. What can 
you tell us about the prospects of that summit? 


President E. Santos: We are, in fact, looking forward with a certain amount 
of optimism to the convening of this summit meeting; and we can even say 
that, after the summit which was held in Luanda, Angola was assigned to plan 
that meeting. And we have expended every effort to make it possible. Obvi- 
ously, it is not always possible toharmonize the schedules of each one of 
the heads of state of the five countries; but we think that this problem 
will be surmounted also, and that it will become possible to hold this sunm- 
mit in the near future.

BRAZILIAN PETROLEUM DELEGATION--The delegation from the Brazilian company, 
PETROBRAS [Brazilian Petroleum Corporation], which spent 3 days in Luanda, 
departed at dawn yesterday for its country, after discussing with the Ango- 
lan minister of petroleum matters concerning the exploration of the "Bloc 

2" petroleum deposit on the continental shelf which was recently discovered 
in Cabinda Province. According to the president of PETROBRAS, Shigeaki Ueki, 
the contracts which have now been signed call for a minority participation 
by the Brazilian company, in conjunction with Sonangol, Texaco and Total.

POLICE ROUND UP DANTOKPA MARKET THIEVES 
Cotonou EHUZU in French 13 Mar 80 pp 1, 6 
[Article by Romain Assongba] 


[Excerpts] Most of the thieves from the Dantokpa market have been cooling 
their heels in the Cotonou jail since yesterday. This is the result of a 
sweep by the People's Armed Forces, which started at 2300 hours Tuesday 

11 February at the international market. The operation continued throughout 
the day yesterday. 


It has become increasingly well known that the only market that presents 
an image of our country--Dantokpa market--is on its way to being a veritable 
nest of bandits, thieves, brigands, pickpockets, and who knows what else. 





Since yesterday, however, Dantokpa market exhibited exemplary calm and safety 
thanks to this operation. What actually happened? 


About 400 agents from our People's Armed Forces, on orders from the National 
Defense minister, surrounde’ the market. Everyone was systematically searched 
and had to provide complete evidence of his identity (authentic idcntity card). 


This check was supposed to make it possible to tell the "true" from the "false," 
the honest citizens from the brigands, and it proved that Cotonou's Dantokpa 
market is literally infested with all sorts of rascals. 


Towards midnight, the uniformed militants immediately came up against columns 
of organized bandits, who did not hesitate to threaten them with machetes and 
cutlasses. The FAP [People's Armed Forces] members, as might be expected, 
had to use all the force at their disposal] to overcome them. 


The search continued till 0200 hours and resumed at daybreak yesterday. 

Hundreds of people were arrested. Our investigation reveals that there 

is a vast network of thieves (with a central headquarters) that operates 
regularly in Dantokpa market. 


The head of the women's CDR [Committee for the Defense of the Revolution] 

of Dantokpa market, Comvade Karamatou, is overjoyed at this storm over Dantokpa 
market: ‘This operation will make everyore in the market secure. It was 

high time to put an end to these bandits' dangerous practices. But we would 
like this sweep to be actively continued." 
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We would do well to ask, however, under what conditions these bandits operate. 
We say that these brigands are well known to the businessmen. 


In any event, now that the operation has been started, a thorough investiga- 
tion of each case will have to be made, because it is possible that honest 
people might have been apprehended in this wave of arrests. Those who 

cannot justify their presence in Cotonou and, more precisely, in Dantokpa 
market at such late hours of the night can be helped to prepare their futures 
by being given the chance to obtain education in our Juvenile Reeducation 
Centers or our government farms.

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PEACE DESCRIBED AS FRAGILE, FUTURE UNCERTAIN 
Paris LE MONDE DIPLOMATIQUE in French Mar 80 pp 20, 21

[Text] Chad is almost a caricature of neo-colonial Africa. The French 
colonists made this country situated in the heart of Africa into one of 
the bases of their military domination of the whole continent. Well, 
perhaps not the entire country: for them “useful Chad" is the South, 
where Chadian peasants grow cotton for the greater profit of the French 
textile industry. "Useful Chad" was a reassuring expression, and helped 
one to forget the resistance to colonization of the peoples of Ouaddai, 
Borkou-Ennedi-Tibesti (B.E.T.), in eastern and northern Chad. 


At the time of independence this image congealed, while the regime of 
President Tombalbaye was growing stronger. “Tombalbayiem?" It was a 
one-party system from 1962 on; all opposition to the chief of state, 
obscurantism, or the ferocious suppression of popular protests had to be 
clandestine.” In 1966 the National Liberation Front of Chad (FROLINAT) 
was organized in the east central part of the country, then in Borkou- 
Ennedi-Tibesti, an armed struggle which began with peasant revolts born 

of the exactions of the tax collectors. In view of the rapid expansion of 
this revolt, the Tombalbaye regime was saved only by the intervention, 

in 1968, of French parachutists: but the latter were unable to annihilate 
FROLINAT as they had intended. 


10 November 1979: FROLINAT leaders and dissidents divide up the ministerial 
portfolios for the new government in Ndjamena with their former enemies, 

the officers of the Chadian army. Thousands and thousands of Chadian men 
and women dead in the interior since 1966, and in the streets of the capital 
or the cities of the south and east during the conflicts in 1979: such 

was the cosc of reaching the negotiated political solution; but the French 
troops--always on the point of withdrawing--are still in Chad. But there 
has been a change: now the cadres from the South--the “useful Chad" of 

the colonists--are not France's only ally. There is also the FROLINAT 
leadership. 














Such is the result of France's military and diplomatic intervention, and 
the political and military maneuvers of Libya and other neighboring 
countries which have occurred in recent years. 


"Useful Chad" Is No Longer the South 


It ie surprising that Chad is the object of such desire, Statistics in 
hand, the experts say that it is one of the poorest countries in the world: 
$120 per capita gross national income. It is a country dispossessed, hemmed 
in, ete. A country,on the dole whose balance of trade is in chronic deficit 
(CFA Fr. 12 billion” in 1976). Did not foreign aid reach 23,5 billion Fr. 
CFA of which 80 percent was in grant in 1976, whereas the country's budget 
had only grown to 17 billion that year? 


Of course, Chad is the largest producer of cotton in francophone Africa.” 
The French Company for the Development of Textile Fibers (CFDT), though a 
minority participant, controls Cotonchad, which has a monopoly of produc- 
tion and distribution. Cotton is the driving force for the Limited 
industrial development of the southern part of the country: the Chad 
Textile Company, controlled by Unipartext (France) and Ge industrials, 
an oil-works...In all, a very embryonic industrialization, largely in the 
hands of French and other European interests. Another paradox symptomatic 
of a dominated country: 30 percent of Chad's imports are of food products, 
whereas 80 percent of the work force is in the rural sector. Trade is in 
the hands of large French companies (SCOA, CFAO [West African Trading 
Company, French West African Company]) and a Unilever affilate (SCKN) 
[expansion unknown]. 


But, to continue with the colonial picture, it seems more and more that 
“useful Chad" is not only the South. For many years it has been known that 
Chad has considerable mineral wealth: uranium, casserite, tungsten ore 

in the Aozou strip, gold in the Mayo Kebbi; indications of bauxite, iron, 
but also gold and uranium crop up in Biltine, Ouadai and Ennedi in the 
eastern part of the ceuntry, and in the Guera (central). Continental Oil, 
in conjunction with Shell, Chevron, and Exxon, is happily prospecting in 
Kanem and Logone-Oriental. In fact, like its Sahelian neighbor, Niger, 
Chad is an important source of minerals which France intends to keep on 
its lap. Beyond this economic prize, much more decisive than cotton for 
the future, suppressing the FROLINAT conflict would recoup for the Elysee 
an important political victory: after the failure of the guerrillas in 
Cameroon, it was necessary at all costs to forestall the victory of a 
popular war which could have served as an example for other peoples in 
Africa. 


The overall settlement, negotiated in November at Douguia (Chad) is a 
significant moment in Chad's history: it well serves the interests of 
France. 
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On the one hand, territorial unity was preserved. The partition of the 
country would have set a dangerous precedent, as an example. It would 
have severely handicapped France's ability to exercise control in this 
strategic region and would have been a step toward a possible Libyan 
federation scheme, 


On the other hand, FROLINAT=-which symbolized popular aspirations, and 
rejection of French domination--has been brought into the agreement without 
challenge to the neo-colonial order. 


A quick review from the beginning sheds some light on this, to say the 
least, unexpected development. On 13 April 1975 the military coup which 
eliminated the dictator Tombalbave, in power for 15 years, marked an 
important turning point in the history of Chad. At first sight, however, 
the change to a military regime brought no shocking political changes: 
international committments, especially French-Chadian relations, were not 
questioned, the economic reconstruction promised by the Supreme Military 
Council of General Malloum was not enacted. It was, according to FROLINAT, 
"Tombalayism without Tombalbaye...." 


Tombalbayism without Tombalbaye? Not precisely, as the military leadership 
manifested immediately their determination to work for national reconcili- 
ation, which they thought possible now that the dictator had been eliminated. 
This objective promised a new political dynamic for Chad. Would it soften 
the apparently unappeasable FROLINAT? What would be the reaction of Libya, 
at once allied to the Front and to Tombalbaye? Had the French government, 
relying henceforth on Ndjamena's military junta, opted for negotiations 
after the defeat of its legionnaires on the ground? 


FROLINAT Splintered 


Despite firm Stagements of principle by FROLINAT's secretary general, 

Mr Abba Siddick, FROLINAT was shaken by grave internal problems which 
explains why it fell victim so easily to external manipulation, both 
Libyan and French. Abba Siddick's leadership style, which corresponded 
to a very personal conception of the insurrection, had emphasized certain 
of FROLINAT's weak points. 


In 1969, he purged the political platform of its more radical aspects, 
thereby breaking with the political activity of his predecessor. Never 
having been present in the “bush,” he never convened the entire Politburo. 
The National Revolutionary Council never existed anywhere but on the front's 
organization chart and had no meetings. The secretary general limited and 
sometimes prevented cadres from going to the interior, which lent justifi- 
cation to his refusal to build a new kind of force in the controlled zones. 
Finally, he opposed the holding of a general congress called for since 

1971 to debate the front's policy direction. 
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Cut off from the realities in the interior, he underestimated the role of 

the dissident groups. Thus in 1970 the exclusion of Baghalani,’ a regionalist 
leader close to integrist Islam, did not seem of great consequences, to 

judge from the numerical weakness of the "Volcano Army" which he tmmediately 
organized, But the mere existence of this armed group and its ideological 
orientation were exploited very adroitly later on by Libya. Also, the 
projected unification of FROLINAT's two people's armies was met by resistance 
from a part of the Second Army which was operating in the north under 

Mr Goukouni Oueddei. The latter rejected this plan which was ratified at 4 
the conference in Koufra in August 1971 and with newcomer Mr Hissein Habre 

he organized the Command Council of Armed Forces of the North. These two 
dissident groups, continuing to proclaim loyalty to FROLINAT, directed most 
of their strikes against FROLINAT itself. 


Within FROLINAT, the military reorganization caused profound divisions, 
which contributed to the 1976 organizational crisis. 

In February 1974, Mr Abba Siddick imposed one of him men, Mahamat Idris’ 
as chief of staff, the new military command authority. The ex-chief, 

Adoum Haggar, was arrested, tried and executed for having had contacts with 
the Goukouni-Habre group in 1973. Mahamat Idriss' nomination was not 
accepted by the military cadres as a whole, and the nominees he proposed 
for the rest of the staff were rejected. He then coopted part of his staff 
and, from this time on, the military leadership of FROLINAT was in a fashion 
split in two, one part headquartered in Ouaddai, the other in Ennedi. 
Internecine conflicts between the chief of staff and the old military 
cadres was intensified after the major battle of Am Djarass, a loss for 

the front. Thereicre, at the beginning of 1975, FROLINAT--which had 
defeated the French expeditionary force and which succeeded in completely 
isolating the Tombaloaye regime, is more vulnerable than ever, torn by 
internal conflicts which impeded the progress of che armed struggle. 


This paradoxical situation will lead Libya to modify its tactics in order 
better to satisfy its expansionist designs. 


Libyan Expansionism 


Just freshly come to power in Tripoli, Colonel Qadhdhafi chose to support 
the Chadian guerrillas; military training was organized, there was arms 
materiel assistance in abundance, and daily broadcasts from Radio Tripoli. 
The defense of Islam seemed to guide the political actions of the Libyan 
regime: /"Islam and the Muslims in Chad suffer religious oppression... 
It is clear that Tombalbaye and his clique practice racist discrimination 
against the Arabisized population that constitutes the great majority of 
the fraternal people of Chad. The general situation in Chad, infiltrated 
with foreign Western and Zionist military bases, is a threat to all the 
African peoples neighboring Chad..."/ But, beyond these ideological 
factors, Tripoli's annexation plans were taking shape very rapidly. In 
1972, the breaking off of diplomatic relations between Chad and Israel 
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altered Libya's position, and its support of FROLINAT became more dtecreet, ~ 


in exchange for Tombalbaye's secret recognition of the Mussolini-Laval 
accord by terme of which Libya was given the 114,000 eq. km Aozou Strip 
in the extreme north of Chad, rich in uranium. 


Chad's military regime, unlike Tombalbaye whom it had just eliminated, 
never ceased to preach national reconciliation in its official speeches. 
Toward the end of 1975, Libya discreetly organized several exploratory 
missions to FROLINA! and the dissident groups. In 1976 it proposed to 

Mr Abba Siddick the renewal of material support to FROLINAT on condition 
that the armed factions opposed to the military regime unite. Libya's 
intent was clear: supporting an armed unified opposition in anticipation 
of a conference on national reconciliation would allow establishment in 
Ndjamena of a regime sensitive to the requirements of Libya, which since 
1973 had occupied the Aozou Strip. 


Mr Abba Siddick refused: /"The proposed alliance would necessarily result 
in the opening of talks between the junta, on one side, and, on the other, , 
side, a satellite FROLINAT andits ultimate integration into the system."'/ 
The Libyan offer assumed that FROLINAT would recognize the legitimacy of 
the dissident groups with which it would have to deal on a footing of 
equality. Following this refusal, Libya carried through its plan in two 


stages. 


First, it materially reinforced Baleghani's "Volcano Army" dissidents and 

the Armed Forces of the North of Mr Hissein Habre and Mr Goukouni Oueddei. 

In October 1976, the dismissal of Mr Hissein Habre, who was opposed to *he 
occupation of the Aozou Strip and was adamantly against any tactical alli- 
ance with Tripoli, facilitated the unification of the dissidents within the 
framework of the Provisional Inter-Army Military Committee (CMIAP) controlled 
by Libya thanks to the installation of mixed political and military commit- 
tees. 


Second, taking advantage of FROLINAT's jpternal divisions, Libya supported 
the initiative of Mr Mahamat Abba Seid,” who in May 1976 won over the 
FROLINAT guerrillas by challenging the dictatorial style of Mr Abba 
Siddick, who was blamed for stagnation of the political struggle. His 
action led to the general meeting of the Popular Liberation Forces (FPL), 
the military wing of FROLINAT, which in August 1977 at Karanga pronounced 
itself in favor of a loose federation in principle with the dissidents, 

in preparation for a future national reconciliation. 


Thanks to the intervention of Tripoli, Mr Goukouni Oueddei was able to 
gain the political nggoriety he had been lacking with the setting free of 
the Claustre couple,” prisoners of the Armed Forces of the North since 

1 February 1977. His troops, considerably strengthened by Libya's material 
support, swept over the Chadian army in Tibesti in 1977 and throughout 
Borkou-Ennedi-Tibesti in February 1978. This allowed the veteran dissident 
to impose himself as the leader of a reunited FROLINAT at the Faya-Largeau 
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conference in March i978, 2° Libya's aid!’ was not without a price-tag; 
Tripoli required FROLINAT to sign the ceasefire agreements of Benghazi. 
This unified FROLINAT no longer was the same organization which at the 
start had fought to liberate the Chadian people from all forme of foreign 
domination. It was now a coalition of various groups ambitious for a share 
of power no matter its nature, and which would be the tool of external 
pressure which held Chad throughout 1978 and 1979 in total political confu- 
sion. 


The Elysee's Sinuous Policy 


The unified FROLINAT, which had lost its character as a completely autonomous 
political force, exercised thanks to Libyan help a strong military pressure 
on General Malloum's regime, then very isolated, as witnessed the many 
demonstrations of hostility in the south of the country at Moundon, Bongor, 
Lere. 


To prevent the military leadership from sinking to oblivion without France 

having any more cards to play, the Elysee decided to intensify its military 
intervention, in April 1978, in order to contain FROLINAT and thus restrict 
the demands it could make at any national reconciliation conference. 


Some months later, the division within the united FROLINAT reappeared, 
leading to violent internal struggles. This facilitated, with French 
endorsement, the installation of a new Hissein Habre-General Malloum govern- 
ment, a provisional solution much more advantageous for Paris than the 
national reconciliation initially envisioned, which would have served 
Libya's expansionism too well. 


A provisional solution, for the conflict between President Malloum and his 
prime minister Hissein Habre over control of the machinery of the state 
ended with a test of strength in February 1979. In their determination 

to have exclusive control of the state, both manipulated religious and 
regional factors to cunsolidate and mobilize their social base. Some 
months later, the artificial character of the confrontations that would 
follow appeared obvious: the partition of the country, which had been 
believed imminent and inevitable in February, was hardly on the agenda 

in June. In the course of the conflicts in Fgsamena, France, in the guise 
of neutrality, played the Hissein Habre card and its attitude encouraged 
serious confrontations (thousands of civilian victims) which could lead 

to a real partition. Such a move envisaged changing its alliances in the 
search for a political solution more in line with its interests. In his 
press conference of 16 February 1979, President Giscard d'Estaing gave 
authoritative political signs to the opposition operating in the north of 
Chad: /"There are Chadians in the north who have not yet been given an 
adequate role in the current life of the state. One must work toward a 
very decentralized structure of the Chadian state, even perhaps a federal 
form...and at the same time the unity of the Chadian state can be main- 
tained."/ 

















This federation would have been a last resort, for it would have brought 
with it a dangerous precedent for French strategy in Africa, but it could 
seem feasible, for France seemed able to control such an outcome: 

Mr Goukouni Oueddei, after having distanced himself from Libya, patched 
things up with Mr Hissein Habre. How can this new direction of the presi- 
dent of FROLINAT be explained? 


FROLINAT's violent internal battles, in August 1978 at Faya-Largeau, 
corresponded to Libya's determjgat ion to strengthen a part of the front 
regrouped around Mr Acyl Ahmat = militarily, for Libya believed that the 
ex-Second Army, that of Mr Goukouni Oueddei was no longer very sure to 
advance its annexationist policies: the base and part of the leadership 

of these troops favored an alliance with Mr Hissein Habre in the framework 
of steps it was then proposing with the military regime to achieve a 
national reconciliation. The nomination of Mr Hissein Habre to the post 

of prime minister only accelerated this slippage and aggravated the disputes 
within FROLINAT. Goukouni Oueddei's authority was challenged by a "recti- 
fication committee" led by Mr Acyl Ahmat, soon joined by Mr Mahamat Abba 
Seid, vice president of FROLINAT. These divisions precipitated the 
rapprochement between Goukouni Oueddei's and Hissein Habre's men, relations 
between the two men and President Malloum being at that time very strained. 


Libya, relying now on the Acyl Ahmat-Mahamat Abba alliance, went under 
cover, for France had just pulled out a new alliance between Goukouni 
Oueddei and Hissein Habre, which produced an alliance that stepped into 
power in Ndjamena after the first reconciliation conference at Kano, by 
assuring the Elysee of its intent to maintain cooperation (including 
military) between France and Chad. At that point it was in vain for Paris 
to announce officially the withdrawal of its troops, whose continued 
presence was demanded by Goukouni Oueddei, the very person whose military 
steps had led to French intervention less than a year earlier. 


In any case, by this move France sacrificed its traditional support of the 
Chadian armed forces led by Lt Col A.W. Kamougue in the south of the 
country in April 1979, after the withdrawal of General Malloum, discredited 
by his history of routs. The intransigence of the strong men of the first 
transition government, especially of Mr Hissein Habre, plunged this govern- 
ment in total diplomatic isolation, sanctioned by the OAU's setting aside 
of the Chad affair at its latest conference. To the economic difficulties 
stemming from Nigeria's blockade, were added military pressures both in 

the south and the north of the country from "out" factions actively 
supported by Libya and Nigeria. 


The Elysee and the Quai d'Orsay then set out on intense diplomatic activity 
to negotiate an overall political settlement, especially since the opposi- 
tion was itself split into two basic camps: on the one side, A.W. Kamougue 
and Abba Siddick, demanding participation in the leadership of a Chad 
allied to the Western powers, above all to France; on the other side, 
Mahamat Abba and Acyl Ahmat, closely tied to Libya. 
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The accord of 21 August 1979 reached at Lagos, to which all the Chadian 
parties to the conflict subscribed, was a successful operation for the 
Elysee, as Libya was unable to place ite men in the key positions. 

“r Goukouni Oueddei was made president over Mahamat Abba; Mr A.W. Kamougue 
received the vice presidency and control of 10 ministries. The laborious 
bargaining which resulted on 10 November in the creation of a second 
transition government was the unavoidable price, among others, of appeasing 
the personal rivalries within the same camp among the February adversaries, 
Kamougue and Habre for example. 


But the formation of this government does not for all that mean that the 
Chadian question is resolved. The demilitarization of the capital and the 
make-up of iuture armed forces of the country could at any moment give 
rise to new conflicts the stakes of which transcend the simple bounds of 
the country. 





A Still Uncertain Future 


In reality, throughout recent years France and Libya often spoke the same 
language, insisting on the need to come to a national reconciliation. 

Many saw therein an identity of views on resolution of the Chadian question. 
But each side actually meant something different by reconciliation, and 
this explains the military interventions both of France and of Libya. 

Libya did not try hard to hide its intent to annex a part of Chad to its 
own territory. It devotes the bulk of its petro-dollars to arming itself. 
It thus tends to resemble a gigantic arsenal, if one considers the size 

of the revenue from the thousands of tons of oil exported each year while 
the country has only two million inhabitants. The USSR sells it most of 
its military materiel. Since 1976, especially, relations between the two 
countries have perceptibly improved, resulting in the signature of ,geveral 
cooperation agreements, including agreements on nuclear materials. 

It can thus be understooawhy Tripoli is so fond of the Aozou Strip, rich 

in uranium. Libya's expansionist strategy, partly determined by its excess 
of armaments, partly - defense and propagation of Islam, challenges the 
hegemony of the Western countries in this part of Africa. This expansionism 
seems in one way necessary to the preservation of the internal balance of 

a very militarized Libyan society and could, in another respect, be easily 
turned to the advantage of the USSR. Let us note that the latter, which 
delivered sizeable military material to General Malloum's regime in 1977, 
prefered to withdraw its support from him when Libyan influence began to 

be preponderant in FROLINAT. 


The problem of Chad also showed that Libya, thanks to its financial capa- 
cities, is able to foment alliances which complicate the strategy of the 
Western countries, France in this case. Tripoli was able to ally itself 
with Nigeria, the other oil giant of Africa, in an effort to gain its ends. 
Despite its close economic relations with Europe and the United States, 
Nigeria has often maintained, in its foreign policy, positions critical of 
the Western camp, notably by making alliances with the "frontline" countries. 
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Nigeria, rebuffed in April 1979 by the intransigence of Hissein Habre and 
Goukount Oueddei, had to maintain its solidarity with Libya in order not 

to lose its credibility as a mediating power on the African continent. 

For circumstantial reasons, Sudan and,.at the time, the tottering regime 

of Bokassa in Central Africa joined in this alliance, betting on Libya's 
eventual economic assistance. Niger, sensitive because of its geographical 
position to pressure from Libya or Nigeria, fell in line with them. 


This new situation constrained the Elysee to pursue a sinuous and two-faced 
policy: brutal interventionism (April-May 1978), or cynical interventionism 
(February 1979) followed by diplomatic missions and a call for a negotiated 
settlement (Mr G. Georgy's mission in June 1979 for example). 


It turned out well for French imperialism: the integration of FROLINAT 
into the government did not change the character of the Chadian regime. 
In recent months, FROLINAT was in fact one of the forces whose allegiance 
to France was at times even more pathetic than that of General Malloum's 
military junta. It is, without a doubt, one of the most serious episodes 
in Chad's history since its independence. 


France's multiple military expeditions in Africa do not make of the western 
camp a simple "policeman." The interventions, in Chad as well as Central 
Africa, are aimed at stifling all popular rebellion and preventing any slide 
of regimes in place or in the wings toward a new mentor--Libya in this case. 
From this standpoint, France is helping to preserve the global interests 

of the Western camp. But, at the same time, it reaffirms its pre-eminence 
in the territories of its former colonial empire. its actions in Mauritania 
and Zaire confirm its willingness to pursue an autonomous strategy within 
the same camp: in the first case, it recovers control of a country which 
had somewhat escaped its grasp; in the second, the establishment of a 
military cooperation agreement and the dispatch of legionnaires serves as 

a basis for economic penetration in a region traditionally dominated by 
Belgium. The participation of the former Belgian colonies and Guinea- 
Bissau in Franco-African meetings confirms this orientation of the Elysee. 


In the case of Chad, the rivalries among the western countries showed 
themselves clearly in the granting of a concession to North American 
companies to prospect for oil under 465,000 sq. km, which long ago contri- 
buted to precipitating the disgrace of Tombalbaye. At this time, all is 
not going for the best between Conoco (United States) and Cogema, an 
affiliate of the Atomic Energy Commissariat, regarding the exploitation of 
the major uranium deposit at Imarouren, in Niger. These rivalries are 
even more alive in the Sahel with the increase in the cost of energy, the 
recourse to nuclear electric power, the battle for strategic mineral 
supplies, all of which have given new life to mining projects which till 
now had lain dormant. The opening up of the Sahel is on the agenda: 

if the trans-Saharan road is practically finished to the north, there 
remains a vast network of infra-structure along the east-west axig.and 
toward the south to be developed by Niger, Mali, and Upper Volta. 





After 13 years of armed struggle, Chad's return to at least some stability 
could allow the formation of these projects. Their realization creates 
profits for the great industrials which build them. It is also a way of 
placing the states in debt to international financing institutions (World 
Bank, European Investment Bank, Arab Bank for African Economic Development) 
..-which will give them a lever with which to control the orientation of 
their economic policies. 


In this light, the overall solution reached in Chad should at length open 
up new vistas for industrial groups. 


For the moment, Libya seems the most capable of creating obstacles to the 
establishment of relative political stability in Chad, because its partisans, 
Acyl Ahmat and Mahamat Abba, are prisoners in a political coalition in 

which they are adjusting poorly to their minority role. Several possibi- 
lities can be envisaged. A new coup cannot be excluded, and in this regard 
the infiltration of combattants of Acyl Ahmat into Ndjamena was noted in 
November: anyway, with the arrival of a neutral force from which boxdering 
countries are excluded while France maintains its military presence, 

such an eventuality seems remote. Tripoli could more certainly count on 

a reconciliation between different factions of FROLINAT--those of Mr Goukouni 
Oueddei and Mahamat Abba--to result in a satisfying evolution of power 
within the transition government of national unity. 


Beyond these uncertainties linked to the conflict of foreign powers, this 
fragile peace has the bitter taste of treason to the people of Chad.

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RESULTS OF FRENCH INTERVENTION ‘DIFFICULT' TO ASSESS 
Paris LE MONDE DIPLOMATIQUE in French Mar 80 pp 21, 22

[Text] On 29 January 1978, near Faya, combattants of the National Libera- 
tion Front (FROLINAT) strike a Chad army DC-3 with a Sam 7 missile. The 
civil war, which has been going on for more than a dozen years, thus enters 
a new phase, and Paris will once again send in its troops to the rescue 

of the government's military forces. On 10 November 1979, at Ndjamena, 

Mr Goukouni Oueddei, the head of FROLINAT of the North, presents his 
/"“government of national unity and transition"/. Between these two dates 
were close to 22 months of tragic ups and downs in which the French army 
was one of the principal actors. 


This military intervention was full of surprises, and the mission of the 
French army changed at the mercy of circumstances. It had to support a 
sinking regime while avoiding the destruction of its adversaries. It thus 
stood in FROLINAT's path, while allowing it to control Saharan Chad. So 
the government at Ndjamena received only a reprieve. Chad's entangled 
internal struggles thus got more poisonous, conf cts multiplied, and were 
superposed: the reprieve is over, the barrier is ifted; FROLINAT arrives 
in the capital to the general stupefaction--ever .e French ambassador to 
Ndjamena seems confused--those who had invited the French army cry treason 
and those who had opposed it congratulate it on its neutrality. No longer 
having an operational mission, the French army then embarks on a mission 
of conciliation and diplomacy. The reversal is spectacular, but compre- 
hensible, for some solution to the impasse was certainly needed. 


An acrobatic intervention 


As this intervention is a typical one, it is useful to identify its main 
characteristics. 


/--A committment kept secret.--/ When France, in February 1978, is in 
the full swing of the electoral campaign, a military intervention in Africa 
risks being criticized: one begins therefore by sending several dozen 











officers to organize General Malloum's defenses in the threatened towne. 
Then, once the resulte of the first round of legislative elections are 
known (12 March), fighting unite arrive in the greatest secrecy, and the 
bulk of the forces follow in April. They are described as simple /"reliefs'/, 
there is talk of the dispatch of /"military advisers."/ Time, several 
deaths, and the downing of a Jaguar aircraft will be necessary before the 
real nature of the operation is questioned: the official statements try 
to explain it in terms of assiatance to a country threatened frow outside 
and to threatened French nationale. This camoflage, necessary for French 
opinion, is aleo tactical: Pranee cannot unveil, either to its friends 
or ite adversaries, its true intentions, for it must preserve the widest 
possible scope for maneuver. 


/ --A very wide scope of maneuver--/ France intervenes in an internal 
conflict which lasts a long time, and for which it does not have a pat 
solution (unlike what transpired in Central Africa). The intervention 
thus remains open to the realities of Chadian politics. Certainly, it 
was launched at the request of the established government, but without, 
for ali that, doing what it was asked to do. And, above all, support for 
General Malloum is conditional: he absolutely must enact reforms and 
enlarge his power base to take into account the opposition in the north. 
So we are far from speaking of a Soviet-Cuban style intervention where 
the goal, as in Angola or Ethiopia, is to bring heavy power to bear in a 
conflict to assure the victory of one party. In Chad, the objectives are 
limited and rather general: in a zone of traditicnal French influence, 
Paris wants to affect the denouncement of a disturbing affair and avoid 
all drift, to be on the scene to see that the game is played according to 
the rules. And if these rules are observed, (for example don't cry 
/"Long Live Libya"/) all can have access to power. 





/--Light resources--/ The resources brought to bear are, in sum, rather 
meager: slightly more than 2,500 men, marine infantry and foreign legion, 
with transport and combat aircraft (Transall, Jaguar, and Breguet-Atlantic), 
Puma helicopters, and i:ight automatic machinecuns. But these resources 

are sufficient to assure control of the situation. Aviation, especially, 
gives the French army superiority over all other forces in the country. 


/--A problematic solution--/ This type of intervention gives fortuitous, 
problematic results. Given the complexity of the Chadian wasps' nest, 
France could find itself in an unpredictable position, be led to yield to 
reactions that would be difficult to control. By distorting the balance 

of power between the conflicting Chadian currents, it risked arriving at 
impasses or lame solutions. This is what happened, in July 1978, when 
negotiations were broken off between General Malloum and Mr Goukouni. 
Today, no one can say if the compromise which gave birth to the new govern- 
ment is solid, and if this latter will be able to govern. One can ask 
oneself whether, in the long term, it may not have been better for France 
to have left the Chadians to solve their own problems. Even if France has 
become an indispensable basic element in the fragile equilibrium, the fires 
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could epring up again, for France, at one time or another, has left bad 
feelings with all parties. In the future, unity could be achieved at 
France's expense, 


Ambiguities from the start 


In March 1978, while committing ltself to the governmental forces, could 
France ae it claimed be credible as an arbiter in settling the Chad problem’? 
Especially as it had several times before intervened to try to suppress 

the rebellion. 


In fact, when the French army had a base in Chad (Central Africa's port 

of call), it could easily lend its assistance to the Chadian army fighting 
FROLINAT. By calling for the evacuation of this base on 27 September 1975, 
the Chadian authorities, unhappy with French conduct in the Claustre affair, 
were dangerously weakened. But France had not abandoned its proteges. 
Several hundred officers and enlisted men had been detailed to the Chadian 
army under the guise of advisers. These served under Chadian command and 
in Chadian uniforms. They were assigned to tasks of officering, training, 
or maintenance, but could under no circumstances be involved in direct 
operations of maintaining order. Also pilot its small propeller-driven 
bombers (Skyraider AD-4), the Chad army was obliged to call on "mercenaries." 
But it was obvious that in case of 4 serious strike the French army could 
return. 


And its return is going to be accomplished in rather obscure circumstances 
and in the most complete ambiguity. 


In February 1978, Mr Goukouni launches the big operation "Ibrahim Abatcha" 
in the north, in Borkou and Ennedi, with major assistance from Libya. The 
national army is routed; half its men are made prisoners. In Paris, the 
Elysee is worried and sends a military counselor, General Delayen, to save 
what still could be saved. The latter asks General Malloum to play for 
time and assures him that Paris is ready to send help, once the results 
of the French elections are known. 


In reality, unable to resist any more, General Malloum enters negotiations 
with his adversaries, at Sebha, in Libya. The first French units will 
arrive in secret in Moussoro and Abeche, before the 27 March signature of 

a ceasefire and what are called the "Sebha" accords at Benghazi, which 
placed General Malloum in a weak position and would sooner or later result 
in the political victory of FROLINAT. The arrival of the French inter- 
ventionary force pulled him back from this bleak path and, by altering the 
balance of power in his favor, enabled him to block the process of “capitula- 
tion.” For his part, Mr Goukouni denounced the arrival of the French troops 
had would only agree to sign the accords if a clause were included (article 
5) enjoining the Nigerian-Libyan military committee charged with overseeing 
the ceasefire also to investigate the presence of foreign troops. Judging 
this clause unacceptable, France called on General Malloum to denounce it. 











In fact, on hie return to Ndjamena, Colonel Djime, signatory of the Sebha 
accords, was disavowed, then the composition and mission of the Nigerian- 
Libyan military committee was contested. 





The two sides then accuse each other of violating the agreement, Did 

Mr Goukouni truly try to recapture his predominant position, as wae perhaps 
too quickly confirmed in France,” or did he simply try to reinforce his 
positions in the southern confines of Borkou-Ennedi-Tibest (B.E.T.)? It 

ie north of Moussoro, at Salal (about 600 km from Ndjamena), on 16 April, 
that the French army met advance forces of Mr Goukouni. It suffered losses 
and did not persist. The French staff moreover realized that Salal could 
well belong to Nr Goukouni by the Arabic version of the secret agreement 
which fixed the ceasefire line.” This incident was intentionally exagg*rated, 
as much by General Malloum's entourage as by certain influential French 
circles in Ndjamena, to influence Paris to send Jaguar aircraft and heavier 
reinforcements. Ndjamena was already visibly threatened. A certain 

panic was fomented there to spread belief that the French nationals were 
endangered. Thus the main body of the French expeditionary force arrived 
to “stop the advance of FROLINAT": /"Qperation Bib"/ began. 


Did Mr Goukouni want to seize the capital, and was he able? He was not 
unaware that French garrisons had already taken position at Moussoro, 

Mongo, and Abeche, and that any attempt to breach this quarantine line 

would be suicidal. The following month, moreover, Mr Ahmat Acyl made the 
attempt at Ati, but he was not obeying Mr Goukouni's orders. The latter 
understood well that, in its sphere of influence in Africa, Paris could 

not accept the fall of a capital to force of arms. Mr Goukouni, it seemed, 
truly wanted to negotiate, but from a position of strength, and he distrusted 
French intentions, which were far from clear. 


For his part, General Mall~um, fearful of losing out in the negotiations, 
played a rather pathetic double game. He was at the time presiding over 

a Supreme Military Council which was divided: on one side, a faction 
having sympathies for FROLINAT, including the eminent soldier Gouara 
Lassou, minister for national education (it was he who initiated the Sebha 
process); on the other side, the front's implacable enemies, whose ranks 
included Lt Col Kamougue, minister of foreign affairs, who had connections 
in Paris at the Ministry of Cooperation, with the support of a sad figure, 
the famous commander Gourvenec, chief of educational services for General 
Malloum, more concerned probably with his carrer than with the interests 
of Chad or France; he was one of those who provided alarmist and exaggerated 
reports to force the Elysee to act. 


The Libyan scarecrow was also brandished: this was the theme of /"external 
aggression."/ Libyan support ,to Mr Goukouni was sizeable; military advisers 
fought side by side with hin. But it is hard to judge whether this aid 
constituted a real threat to Chad. In any event, in September 1978, when 
Mr Goukouni had realized that the French army would allow him to remain 

in charge of his own house, and after a Libyan-inspired attempt to remove 
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him from the FROLINAT leadership, he broke with all his Libyan helpers. 
Mr Goukouni has always declared that hie alliance with Libya was only 
tactical and circumstantial (he certainly had to get his weapons from 
somewhere, and did not France, by unfailingly giving ite support for 

12 yeara to the regime he was fighting, force him to ask for support from 
a foreign power?). Moreover, Mr Goukouni's nationaliem was probably too 
suspect, and the Toubous are black Saharane distrustful of the Arabs of 
North Africa. 


In any event, more than FROLINAT it is the support which he was receiving 
from Libya which disturbed France and drove it to send help in earnest 
to General Malloum. But, as Operation Bib infolded, it risked ending up 


in an impasse. 


General Malloum believed that the French army, as in 1969, was coming to 
crush the rebellion. Did he not ask it, in a pressing manner, to reconquer 
the lost ground? This was always denied him. But in his entourage, 
notably among the French soldiery which served in the Chadian army, this 
dream was never abandoned. For its part, FROLINAT remained mistrustful: 
Were the Sebha accords not torpedoed? In reality, France came to place 
itself between the two camps to establish a secure line and support an 
equitable negotiation. This in fact began again in July at Tripoli. But 
the failure was complete. General Malloum no more thought nimself in a 
weak position, and Mr Goukouni had lost his advantage because of a foreign 
army: they could no longer resume a true dialog. The intervention could 
no longer be short-term. The French army was cuught in the snare, in a 
situation which could drag on forever. Mr Goukouni remained master in his 
own house and awaited his hour. 


It was at this time that General Malloum proposed the resort to Mr Hissein 
Habre. Reluctantly, Paris agreed to the participation of Mrs Claustre's 
old jailer. 


The Malloum-Habre tandem 


On 16 September 1977 Mr Hissein Habre in Khartoum signed a secret agreement 
with General Malloum and held himself, from that moment, “at the disposal 

of the Republic.” In August 1976 he had broken with Mr Goukouni, condemning 
his alliance with Colonel Qadhdhafi. He then left Tibesti with several 
faithful followers to go establish himself in the mountains in the eastern 
part of the country. His position there was precarious. From January to 
June 1977, he was stalked and pursued right to his lair, but he held out 

to a victorious end. 


The mutual recognition accord concluded in Khartoum looked toward the future 
integration of his men into the national army, and set out the broad lines 
of a political program and establishment of a joint commission to 

new institutions. It was much more than a simple alliance. General 

Malloum in the end went beyond the offer of a “warrior's peace," and 
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Mr Hissein Habre was hoping this kind of a framework agreement would find 
acceptance among all the FROLINAT factions still fighting. 


Would he who no longer represented many followers become the unity figure 

of a splintered rebellion and the man of national reconciliation? The 
accord was made public on 22 January 1978, just at the time when Mr Goukouni 
was preparing his offensive. 


In mid-April 1978, General Malloum proposed that France equip and pay the 
800 men under Mr Hissein Habre who were to be integrated into the national 
army. Vehicles, arms and munitions arrive by Transall at Abeche. The 
general wanted to reinforce his routed army; France was not unhappy to 

see possible relief in the men in the north who had proved themselves in 
desert guerrilla warfare. In any case, not one rifle, not one cartridge, 
was delivered to Mr Hissein Habre without President Malloum's approval. 
France had not armed him against Ndjamena, as some in the south of Chad 
are claiming today. Certainly, there was a risk, but did Mr Hissein Habre 
not seem a nationalist, a patriot friend of Mr Goukouni, able to break the 
impasse? Had he not a pledge from Sudan, which distrusted Mr Goukouni 

and his Libyan friend? At Abeche, very quickly, the French army sympathized 
with his partisans. Some officers easily recognize the worth of these 
combatants, which was in contrast with that of the regular army. 


After the failure of the negotiations with Mr Goukouni, the moment came 
to convene the commission called for by the Khartoum accords. In August, 
it went to work, prepared the text of a constitution, the "Fundamental 
Charter," and installed Mr Hissein Habre as prime minister, General 
Malloum becoming president of the Republic. This tandem began to show 
itself right away as a disaster. 


Relations between a suspi-ious and conservative president and an impetuous 
reformist prime minister were poisoned very quickly, especially since their 
respective powers were poorly defined. Five months of misunderstanding, 
of differences and of intransigence led to the paralysis of all institu- 
tions. General Malloum retreated into his ivory tower. Thinking he had 
received assurances that in case of conflict France would support him, 

he refused to make any concessions. Mr Hissein Habre gathered the support 
of the Muslim population in the capital and the cadres in the north. The 
integration of his men into the national army remained a dead letter; 
gradually, he accumulated about 350 men around him, while letting it be 
known that he had many more. The test of strength became inevitable. 

Even though Sudar had done everything to prevent it, it would explode on 
12 February when Mr Habre gave the order for a general strike. 


During the 5 months of the Hissein Habre cabinet, the French army did not 
sit still. It had contiqed its mission: maintaining surveillance of the 
territory (aerial reconnaissance, patrols in the guerrilla areas not under 
Mr Goukouni's control) and trying to restore the national army's confidence 
by training new recruits. In a word, it worked at preparing the relief. 
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But everything is changed with the new conflict in Ndjamena, It gets the 
chance to extricate itself at last from an interminable mission and to 
convulse the Chadian political landscape. 


13 February-10 November 1979: Chaos 


When fighting broke out in Ndjamena, President Malloum, in contact with an 
embassy sympathetic to him hoped that France would decide in his favor. 

Mr Hissein Habre, who had little support in the French army, could fear 
the worst. 


At last Brigadier General Louis Forest, chief of the French forces stationed 
in Chad, received from the Elysee instructions not to become involved (rather 
to wait and see what turn events would take), but to do everything possible 
to obtain a cease-fire in order to evacuate the Europeans, dispersed all 
over the city and unable to move while the battles raged. He made contacts 
with Mr Hiasein Habre. The latter demanded halt to all aerial bombing. 
Thus, on 13 February, around 1100, after a of battle, General Forest 
stopped the take-off of the little AD-4's 0: \e Chadian army and sent the 
pilots and their families back to France. Na.urally, this was an unforgive- 
able action in the south, which went so far as to accuse him of having 
fought shoulder to shoulder with Mr Hissein Habre in Ndjamena. 


What happened exactly? Like everyone else, the French general at first 
thought that the regulars would win, given their overwhelming superiority 
in numbers and materiel. Then, seeing that Mr Hissein Habre's partisans 
controlled all the Muslim quarters of the city and that General Malloum's 
forces, disorganized, were keeping in their trenches, he concluded that 

the aerial bombardments, creating useless and murderous havoc, should cease. 
Moreover, he had good reasons for fearing reprisals against the European 
population if these "Chadian" aircraft, piloted by French "mercenaries" 
under military orders, continued to fly. 


At the end of 4 days, finally, the battles ceased: they had brought 
several hundred deaths (including four Europeans) and the evacuation of 
foreign nationals could begin. The battle had neither victor nor defeated. 
Whether the measures taken by the commander of the French army helped 

Mr Hissein Habre or not, at least for the south France had played false, 
for it should have fought him. 


The state of mind of certain French officers in Chad was a mystery for no 
one; for them, General Malloum had proved he was incapable of resolving 

the problems of the country. Once again sent thoughtlessly into a dead- 
end situation, unhappy at being always on the losing side, in direct contact 
on the ground with combatants they respected, it seemed to them that the 
moment had come for France to make amends for long injustice and to ally 
itself with Muslim Chad. This state of mind explains, in large part, the 
second measure which would completely alter the assumptions of the Chadian 
problem: Goukouni and his men were now allowed into Ndjamena. There were 
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other reasons: a third force could arbitrate the differences between the 
president and his prime minister, and was it not time for an overall 
resolution of the civil war? Moreover, the Prench garrisons at Mourssoro, 
Ati, Mongo, and Abeche would be vulnerable in case Ndjamena's runways were 
destroyed, An improbable hypothesis, but it still might be more prudent 
to conciliate the "enemy." 


The first elements of Goukouni's army arrived in the capital at the end 

of February. On 5 March, fighting resumed, much more violent and murderous; 
this time, Goukouni and Habge, finding themselves /“allied on the ground 

by force of circumstance"/, should probably win a total victory. General 
Forest convinced them not to try. Once again, no victor and no vanquished. 





The Chadian state at this point collapsed, chaos was total. The French 
ambassador, Mr Louis Dallier, could not find any more official interlocutors. 
So General Forest was constrained to embark on an extraordinary period 

of diplomacy. 


The cadres in the south and the remains of the national army have taken 
refuge in their home territory. The north is controlled by a deeply divided 
FROLINAT. Goukouni and Habre, masters of Ndjamena, are far from enjoying 
the loyalty of all their old guerrilla comrades. Old FROLINAT leaders 
reappear, eager to replace them; Nigeria and Libya are also advancing their 
pawns and are going to prove to be cumbersome mediators. Each faction 

wants to control a small piece of territory and keep its ammunition on its 
back. It is a powder-keg. 


Thus General Forest sends liaison officers (two of whom speak perfect 
Arabic) to all the command headquarters: the French general, steering at 
the mercy of events, maneuvers skillfully. The objectives guiding his 
action are basically the ‘ollowing: maintain the ceasefire, lead all 
"factions" to reconciliation, support the provisional government, keep 

an eye on the designs of neighboring countries, provide emergency relief, 
and keep vital services going; finally, to reassemble the dispersed French 
army in Ndjamena. Having no more military mission, it was also ready to 
withdraw. But no one wants it to break off its new mission as "policeman." 


Meeting follows meeting, there are conferences and more conferences. 
General Forest is in the corridors, he guarantees security and provides 
the means to all to come to the meetings. Several attempts to install a 
new government come to nothing. At the start, he probably hoped that 
Goukouni and Habre could gain the entire support of the north. But he 
would perceive that things are not so simple, for Chad is complex. Cut 
off from the south, which hates him bitterly, he will also under-estimate 
its capacity to resist, to reunite, to organize itself. It will take time, 
the failure of a campaign in Mayo-Kebbi, the pressure of neighboring countries 
and the OAU for an overall solution to come in view. At the end of July, 
General Forest will be replaced. His successor will be much better 

placed to patch up relations with the south, which had been promised in 
June with a visit by Mr Guy Georgy, director of African affairs at the 
Quai d'Orsay. 








A Transition Government 


Palavers and bargaining result, on 10 November 1979 in putting together 

all the Chadian leaders into a /"governament of national unity and transition"/ 
presided over by Mr Goukouni. But the union ie fragile and crisis could 
break out again. The transition should permit the establishment of struc- 
tures for a new Chadian state which remains to be defined. That is the 

whole problem. 


Will some kind of federation end up being imposed? Or will the sacrosanct 
concept of the nation-state, which broke apart but which is the only type 

of political organization presently recognized in francophone Africa, 

be maintained at all costs, for lack of imagination? In any event, a 

regime composed of ethnic balances and precarious personnel, founded on 

the supposed goodwill of several individuals, simply redistributing the 

old powers, cannot bring a durable solution to Chad's "malaise," the analysis 
of which is still to be accomplished. 


The first action of the Goukouni government should have been to demand the 
withdrawal of French forces. All the parties at the Lagos conference 
agreed on this last August (conceivably under pressure from various foreign 
countries). This demand not having been made, French units (reduced) 

still remain in Ndjamena. 


The balance sheet or this astonishing military campaign in Africa is 
difficult to write up. Its happy results should not cause us to forget 

its miserable beginnings. Chaos and anarchy, bloody fighting between the 
Muslim and non-Muslim communities, were not averted. There is great 
bitterness, both in the north and in the south, for all camps, at one time 
or another, have accused the arbitrator of partiality. Some will believe 
that French intervention helped realize an equitable distribution of power 
and allowed Mr Goukouni to escape Libyan clutches; others, on the contrary, 
believe the intervention did not simplify matters and that France should 
not have fought FROLINAT. 


Whatever happens, an unfortunate impression of dissimulation and bad faith, 
of precipitate action and hesitation, of disorder and incoherence, emerges 
clearly from the vicissitudes of a campaign which will leave deep scars 

on relations between France and Chad.

STATE LNSTITUTIONS BASED ON REGIONAL SOLIDARITIES NEEDED

[Text] Since Friday, 21 March, the disillusionment one could sense 
about the development of events in Chad has yielded to the fear of the 
real suicide of this nation. (What we call nation is not the people, 
but the community which feels linked by the desire to live together. 

And we call a state the complex of political and administrative 
institutions with which the nation equips itself in order to have a con- 
crete existence.) The process which led a little more than a year ago 
to the paralysis of the Malloum-Habre regime resulting from the "basic 
charter" of 30 August 1978, and then to the bloody confrontations of 
February and March 1979, has just recurred. 


Formed in November of 1979, a National Unity Government for Transition 
(GUNT) rallied all of those who wanted a share in power: They include 
the 11 “trends,'"' some of which are no more than armed gangs, while 
others are limited to a single individual, both claiming to be repre- 
sentative of a fraction of the population. Some of the ministers 
appointed in November have not even yet taken up their duties. 


A number of the government officials still head a veritable personal 
army occupying a portion of the territory of Chad, holding prisoners, 
and maintaining a garrison in Ndjamena. These various armies thus are 
rubbing shoulders in the streets of the capital entirely capable of 
carrying out its functions. 


Like February 1979 


Paralyzed by the keen dissention dividing its members, the National 
Unity Government for Transition has not met since 6 February, and to 
certain observers on the spot seems now and henceforth moribund. 











As was the case in February 1979, this hindrance has led to violence, 

The troops of Hissein Habre, minister of national defense, and Goukouni 
Ouddei, president of the government and chief of state, clashed violently 
in a number of settlements in the center of the country on 19 and 20 
March, and then in Ndjamena beginning on 21 March. The cease fire nego- 
tiations took place between these two leaders according to a once 

classic formula, that is to say at a French military base and with the 
French ambassador and the colonel commanding the French troops present. 


These negotiations should have led to a halt in the conflict, but no 
such thing occurred, and the clashes continued in a city already hard 
hit.

Solution Involves Institutions Based on Regional Solidarity 
This situation gives rise to a number of reflections. 


Since the de facto and in principle temporary partition (division) of 
the country, the non-Muslim populations of the south under the aegis of 
Col Kamougue have organized in such a way as to do without Ndjamena. 
Despite major economic difficulties, this part of the country is living 
in order and calm. 


The heads of the "movements" which dominate the GUNT and Ndjamena are 
evidently much more nearly guerrilla fighters and heirs to the old 
warrior traditions of certain ethnic groups of the Sahel than politicians 
equipped with an understanding of the state. Their inability to put 

the interests of Chad before their own interests shows this clearly, 
justifying the fear of a real suicide by the already very fragile nation 
of Chad. 


One can wonder if Col Kamougue and his friends in the southern part of 
the country are not seeking to profit from the splintering of the GUNT 
and the anarchy in the capital in order to retake Ndjamena and re- 
establish a non-Muslim dominated regime. 


Finally, current events show once again the preponderence of regional 
solidarity and the weak nature of national feeling in Chad, a everywhere 

in Africa, but to a still more intensive degree. The verbal condemna- 
tions of "tribalism'' have no force against this profound cultural 
reality. The Chadian nation can only safeguard itself against a break- 
up by providing itself finally with state institutions based on these 
regional solidarities rather than vainly denying them.

CONFLICT SAID TO HAVE NO APPARENT ISSUE

[Text] Peace agreements violated by false truces, reconciliations and 
united governments engaging in struggles among rival factions--Chad, 
one of the poorest countries on the planet, is sinking inexorably into 
civil war. The battle in Ndjamena, the most and bloodiest episode in a 
conflict 15 years old, is the proof, if such were needed, that the 
existing factions are ready to sacrifice all, including their capital, 
to their merciless battle for power. 


It would be useless to try to define the respective responsibilities of 
Hissein Habre and the circumstantial coalition rallying around Goukouni 
Queddei. The former, rescued by Paris in 1978 when he seemed about 
winded, has always found his path blocked by adversaries ready, if 
necessary, to make an alliance with the devil. Today, the ‘'southerners"' 
of Col Kamougue find themselves in the same camp as the "northerners" 

of President Oueddei and the "co-Libyan"' forces of Ahmat Acy! in the 
campaign to eliminate Hissein Habre. But what would remain of such a 
grouping which goes against nature in the event of victory? 


Because in the colonial days they fanned the friction between their 
"southern" proteges, the Christians or animists, and the nomad Muslim 
peoples of the north, and because in recent years they played one 
faction against the other, the French did not exactly play the tourist 
role. But they were not the only ones to nuture this powder keg, and 
in view of the Libyan ambitions, they have been forced to make media- 
tion proposals without much future and to save human lives, not without 
courage. For Paris, the proof of failure is obvious. 


Chad, an example of the damage done by the Balkanization of a continent, 
is unfortunately situated in the heart of an unarmed Africa and faced 
with the covetousness it provokes. Libya has gained a foothold in the 
northern part of Chad and is advancing its local pawns. Powerless from 
now on, on the site, France is dreaming of a protective belt involving 
the Central African republic, Cameroon and Gabon, the more necessary, 





im its eyes, since sizeable Zaire has already been the focus, in 1977 
and 1978, at two efforts to destroy stability. Nigeria, the only great 
black African power, sees the futility of its successive mediation 
efforts. As to the Organization of African Unity, it knows from 
experience that its appeals for calm have no effect. 


Without any apparent solution, the conflict in Chad seems like the 
summary of all the evils suffered by a continent still in search of 
equilibrium and already boasting the largest proportion of refugees in 
the world, The people of Chad have not ceased to die for nothing.

OPPOSITION LEADER REPLIES TO GOVERNMENT CHARGES 
Paris LE MONDE in French 26 Mar 80 p 3 


(Text) Following an interview granted to us by the Central African 
opposition leader in exile, Mr Goumba (LE MONDE, 17 January), the Bangui 
government sent us a statement (LE MONDE, 18 February). Utilizing his 
right to respond, Mr Goumba in turn has sent us a letter, key excerpts 
of which we are carrying below, putting an end to this polemic in our 
columns. 


"The Dacko government says that I was sentenced in Bangui in 1962 to 

six months in prison, purposely saying nothing about the exclusively 
political reasons for this sentence, as well as the actual duration of 
arbitrary detention to which I was then subjected, which was three years. 
I owe it to myself to reestablish the historic truth about these 
political events in our country. 


I was arrested as president of the Democratic Development Movement of 
Central Africa (MEDAC) on 24 December 1960, on the orders of the prose- 
cutor general of Bangui, at the demand of Dacko, for ‘participating in 
the crime of inciting to riot,’ because I had ordered the printing of a 
poster urging the population to protest against the suppression of 
public freedoms by the Dacko government, as well as ‘intelligence with 
foreign powers’ (sic) and ‘having damaged the international prestige 
(sic) of the Central African Republic,’ simply by informing the French- 
speaking African chiefs of state meeting in Brazzaville of these events. 


Confined to my home despite my position as national deputy and 

community senator, and then transferred to a location within the country, 
along with all the other leaders of the MEDAC, which was dissolved by 
decree, I did not appear before a court until 1962. The lawyer I had 
hired for my defense and that of the other members of my party was 
forcefully taken off the plane he had boarded in Marseilles for Bangui 
the night before the trial. The sentence pronounced on 22 February 1962 
by the Bangui criminal court was confirmed on appeal on 6 June of that 
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same year. The following day, the prosecutor general of the supreme 
court himself appealed the sentence which he termed entirely ‘lacking 
any legal foundation, ' 


My removal to France after this parady of justice which brought disrepute 
on the government and discredited its head, was ardently sought by 

Dacko, who wanted to have his hands free to complete the destruction of 
the democratic institutions established by Barthelemy Boganda in 

February 1959. In this way Dacko could present himself in 1964 as the 
Single candidate in the first presidential elections organized in this 
country and could establish the dictatorial regime, supported by the 


former colonizing power, the source of all the miseries of the Central 
African peopie."

DACKO SEEKS FRENCH HELP IN TAPPING FOREIGN AID 
Paris LE MONDE in French 26 Mar 80 p 3 


[Excerpt] President David Dacko of the Central African Republic, who 
arrived on Monday evening, 24 March, in Paris for a three-day "working 
visit,” was che luncheon guest on Tuesday, 25 March, of Mr Giscard 
d'Estaing. The two chiefs of state were scheduled to talk privately 
afterward. In the evening, Mr Francois Poncet gave a dinner in honor 

of the Central African president, who was to spend Wednesday holding 
economic talks before meeting with Mr Barre on Thursday morning and 
lunching as the guest of Mr Robert Galley, minister of cooperation, 
Before returning to Bangui Friday, Mr Dacko will visit the Elysee Palace 
again on Thursday afternoon, for an extended working conference. 


Six months after the overthrow of Bokassa | by the French military, Mr 
Dacko has thus returned to Paris for a first assessment of the close 
cooperation between France and the Central African republic. This 
"working visit" has been marked by relative caution: It was the 
minister of cooperation who went to Orly airport to welcome Mr Dacko. 
But the composition of the Central African delegation--the ministers of 
transport, national education and cooperation, as well as the minister 
delegate for national defense, are accompanying Mr Dacko--reflects the 
breadth of concerns of an anemic regime which regards France as its 
“best partner." A detachment of French parachute troops has gauranteed 
the security of the regime since the Barracuda operation in September 
1979, and aid from Paris will be vital to the recovery of Central 
African finances. 


In this connection, Mr Le Bouder, the Centrai African minister for 
cooperation and planning, presented a plan for economic and social re- 
covery Saturday extending over two years (1980 and 1981), the financing 
for which would come to 900 million francs. One-third would be allocated 
for the improvement of food and commercial crops (coffee and cotton), 

as well as the training of staff personnel, and to livestock breeding. 
Despite its subsoil wealth (diamonds, uranium), the Central African 
republic in fact remains a country in which the three million inhabitants 
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are, in the vast majority, farmers. Mr Le Bouder's plan emphasizes to 
what point the administration of the former emperor was ruinous, because 
nearly one-half of the credit, i.e., 420 million francs, will be allo- 
cated to improving the transportation and communications infrastructures, 
in particular the repair and maintenance of the main road axes in the 
country. 


The Central Africans hope to interest business circles as well as inter- 
national bodies in this recovery plan, drafted in close cooperation 

with the French. On Wednesday Mr Dacko will meet with a number of 
French industrialists and he relies on Paris to help in obtaining 
foreign capital for the financing of his development projects. The 

most delicate aspect of the bilateral cooperation between Paris and 
Bangui remains: How soon will Mr Dacko's regime, which still seems to 
have a limited base, be able to do without a French military contingent, 
which serves as a kind of pretorian guard, without threat to its 
security? On this point, the Central African authorities have not to 
date expressed any desire to do without the most conspicious, and doubt- 
less not the most popular, aspect of French aid. 


Before leaving Bangui, Mr Dacko relieved Francois Gueret, minister 
delegate for justice, of his duties, replacing him with Mr Gallen- 
Douvathe, formerly minister delegate to the prime minister's office. 
Since no official explanation was given, a delegation of six judges 
asked Monday to meet with the cabinet.

[Excerpts] Damascus--Arab diplomatic sources have said that Soviet-

The sources said that the Ethiopian leaders insist that forces from the 
Eastern bloc, particularly Soviet and Cuban units, should take a direct 
part in the current war in Eritrea while the Soviets insist on rejecting 
this demand. 


As a result, the sources say, the Ethiopian military command has asked for 
Soviet experts to be withdrawn from Ethiopian military units and for their 
activities to be confined to just the ministry of defense and the general 
staff. 


It is understood that Ahmad Nasir, leader of the Eritrean Liberation Front 
[ELF }--the revolutionary council--recently paid a secret visit to Moscow 
at the invitation of the CPSU Central Committee. Observers have construed 
this as a major change in Soviet policy toward the Eritrean revolution. 


ASH-SHARQ AL—AWSAT asked Nasir whether it is true that such a crisis exists 
but he declined to answer. 


When asked about the Soviet Union's attitude towardthe Ethiopian-Eritrean 
conflict and whetner the Soviet leadership has submitted any plans to re- 
solve this conflict, he said the Soviet Union's principal view is that what

has happened in Ethiopia is a great step that must be preserved. in our 
view our disagreement with this attitude does not mean a denial of what 
has happened in Ethiopia but a belief that what has happened calls for the 
solution of the internal problems which the regime is facing, foremost of 
which is the Eritrean problem, 


He said: The Soviets have not submitted any plans to end the conflict peace- 
fully. All they say is that a peaceful solution is the best way. But there 
may be differences between us over the meaning of a peaceful solution and 
how the Ethiopian regime views it. 


He added: For us a peaceful solution means realizing the Eritrean people's 
ambitions and their legitimate right to independence and sovereignty. But 
many forces allied to or friendly with Ethiopia propose reaching a solution 
on the basis of the unity of Eritrea and Ethiopia, which we absolutely 
reject while adhering to struggle for the sake of Ethiopia's total in- 
dependence. 


Asked about Sudanese President Ja'far Numayri's initiative in this regard, 
Nasir said: The Sudanese leaders' attitude in 1977 was clear in supporting 
our people's right to self-determination and independence, but Numayri re- 
cently called for the achievement of a peaceful solution based on self-rule 
for the Eritrean people, something which we cannot accept. 


Asked about the military situation in Eritrea, Nasir said that 150,000 
Ethiopian soldiers are now preparing to launch a general offensive against 
Eritrea with a view to smashing the Eritrean revolution militarily and 
imposing a solution advocated by the Ethiopian regime. 


He said: If we look at the overall political developments taking place 
in the Red Sea area and the Gulf it is evident that the Ethiopian regime 
is seeking to teolate vs and then liquidate us militarily. The regime's 
policy will fail this time, as it has failed previously, thanks to our 
continuing experience over the past 20 years. [passage omitted) 


Asked about the reported coolness in relations between the front under his 
leadership and the Iraqi political leadership, Nasir said: Iraq has sup- 
ported and still is strongly and firmly supporting the Eritrean people's 
right to independence and sovereignty. It has also given aid to the ELF 
during the most critical times the revolution has faced during the con- 
frontation with colonialism and the Ethiopian regime. But despite this 
stand there is a certain misunderstanding which sometimes occurs between 
one country and another, or one organization and another or even among 
brothers. 


Nasir declined to explain the reason for this kind of misunderstanding, 
but said: What is between us and Iraq is not a crisis and it will not be- 
come so long as Iraq is adopting such a firm stand on the side of the Eri- 
trean people. All other problems are minor and can be solved eventually. 
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lt is understood that 4 months ago Iraq stopped all its military and finan- 
cial aid to the ELF because of actions which the ELF interpreted as inter- 
ference in its internal affairs. 


Nasir said that the Eritrean revolutions’ relations with Syria and the 
PLO are excellent, 


Asked about the reported recent agreement between South Yemen and Ethiopia 
and its effect on the Eritrean problem, Nasir said: We have 
been assured by the Yemenis that they are in favor of a peaceful solution 
and against military action in Ethiopia. In other words the Yemenis want 
to resolve the Ethiopian-Eritrean conflict through negotiations. I believe 
that the Yemeni officials have made efforts so that the Ethiopian regime 
will sit down with the Eritreans at the negotiating table but it seems that 
these efforts have failed. [passage omitted |

[Text] Addis Ababa--After the devastation caused in the course of the mili- 
tary operations, Eritrea has succeeded in recovering a large portion of its 
economy. There are already industrial enterprises, schools, hospitals and 
various institutions which are operating normally. The agricultural coopera- 
tives and state properties are being established in the rural areas. 


In addition to 22 major factories producing items of current consumption, 
there are over 600 small industrial enterprises. Nearly 18,000 workers are 
affiliated with the trade unions, and 72,000 peasants are grouped into 250 
rural associations. The forces of the revolutionary army and the people's 
militias are working alongside the workers on the construction of roads, 
schools, hospitals and dwellings. 


Recently, the central government of Ethiopia granted physical facilities to 
77,000 citizens who were the victims of military operations. Housing, pro- 
visions, clothing and medicines are being distributed. A special employment 
committee placed over 2,000 formerly unemployed persons in industrial enter- 
prises. Within the context of the drive against illiteracy, 103,000 indivi- 
duals took courses last year. 


All these changes, concurrently with the active participation of the workers 
in the construction of a new life, demonstrate that the absolute majority of 
the populace is identified with the program for the basic rebuilding of the 
country being implemented by the revolutionary government. The massive hear- 
ing given to the committee for the organization of a workers party in Ethio- 
pia, the formation of which was announced at the end of last year, will un- 
doubtedly have positive results in the consolidation of the revolutionary 
process in the country.

[Text] The truth has never been forbidden to anyone, and telling it has never 
been condemned, when sincerity actually prevails among individuals. 


We must accept criticism when it is made in a sound, candid manner, when the 
facts are carefully analyzed and we consider the mistakes that have been 
made, thereby attempting to correct what was done erroneously. 


During our current phase, those who criticize us (constructively) are the 
ones who reach out their hands to rescue us from the wrong path. They are 
the ones whom we can really call comrades. 


There are in our young country still countless flaws in various areas; some 
with a relative degree of tolerance (although this should not be regarded as 
strange either). 


It is necessary to criticize; it is necessary to reflect on our failings;

INAUGURATION OF USSR-ASSISTED ELECTRIC PLANT 
Bissau NO PINTCHA in Portuguese 3 Apr 80 p 3 


[Text] Yesterday, in Farim, a new electric powerplant built by Soviet tec)hni- 
cians was opened during a ceremony chaired by the head of the party and 

state committee of the Oio region, Comrade Irenio Nascimento Lopes, in the 
presence of the charge d'affaires of the USSR's embassy in Bissau, Anatoliy 
Setchkovskiy,who went there as the ambassador's representative. 


This is the second powerplant built in connection with an agreement signed 
between the government of Guinea and the Soviet Union. The first one has 
been operating in Bissora since last year. 


The electric powerplant now opened has a 420 KW capacity; but for the pre- 
sent, it only needs to use an eighth of its capacity to supply electric 
power to the town of Farin. 


According to Anatoliy Setchkovskiy, chief of the group of Soviet technicians, 
nearly 98 Guinean cadres worked on its construction, which started in March 
of last year, and, during « year of work, assimilated the techniques requir- 
ed for the maintenance and control of the powerplant. In fact, Anatoliy 
remarked that eight of the native workers are equipped to deal with certain 
irregularities which might arise; because they have been provided interme- 
diate training, and can later improve themselves in higher-level institutions 
in the Soviet Union. These cadres were previously given a final examination 
to assume their functions, after a training course. 


He was emphatic in stating: “The Soviets who worked here regarded the ex- 
change of information with satisfaction." 


It is planned to extend the distribution of electric power to other parts 
of the region, specifically to Binta, after Portuguese technicians finish 
construction on the retransmission posts. 


The chief of the Soviet technicians underscored the assistance which had been 


given him by the regional officials and by the local JAAC [Amilcar Cabral 
African Youth] which participated in many volunteer jobs. 
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At the opening ceremony, there were speeches delivered by the party's secre- 
tary for organization in the region, Comrade Teobaldo Barbosa, and the charge 
d'affaires of the USSR's embassy, who stressed the importance of the function 
to the consolidation of relations between the two countries. 


It should be noted that another powerplant is in the phase of completion in 
Cacheu; and, within the next few days, it is planned to sign an agreement 
for the construction of two more powerplants, one in Bafata and another in 
Catio.

NATION HAS ENTERED PERIOD OF UNPRECEDENTED TENSIONS 
Brazzaville LA SEMAINE AFRICAINE in French 27 Mar-2 Apr 80 pp 1,3 
[Article by Charlemagne Bay-Boukaka: "Liberia Too is Moving" | 


[Text |} The Liberia of Mr William Tolbert became the focus of the 
attention of everyone at the end of the month of February 1980. The 
president who is pursuing an authoritarian policy, relying on the 
support of the Afro-American minority, has seen his authority diminish 
since the appeal for an unlimited general strike by the Progressive 
People's Party (PPP), the opposition party in Liberia. Since Tuesday 
11 March the agitation has spread to the main cities of Liberia, with 
the exception of Monrovia, its capital. 


The goal of the PPP is to oust President William Tolbert. 


A number of arrests were made on Monday and Tuesday, 10 and 11 March, 

in the main industrial centers in the provinces. According to the 
latest figures announced by minister of justice Joseph Chesson, more 
than 90 members of the PPP are behind bars. They include Georges Boley, 
minister of state for administiration, charged with treason and sedition 
because he aided the PPP, and James Wreh, described as an “explosives 
expert" assigned the mission of blowing up the Ministry of Justice and 
the home of the minister. 


In Greenville, a city located 250 kilometers to the southeast of 
Monrovia, a demostration was dispersed by the police on Monday, 10 
March. Twenty-five persons were arrested following this demonstration 
in Greenville, as were 12 others in Harper, a port located near the 
frontier with the Ivory Coast. 


Despite the action taken by the forces of law and order in the provinces, 
it can be said that President William Tolbert's regime is seriously 
threatened. 
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A History Unique in Africa 


The most ancient of the independent black nations, with its 110,000 
square kilometers and its 1,700,000 inhabitants, Liberia in the past 10 
months has experienced a period of unprecedented political tensions. 


it is the "emancipated" blacks who came from the United States at the 
beginning of the 19th century who created this independent nation in 
1847, colonizing other blacks whom they made their slaves for a century. 


The ever increasing concentration of political and economic power in the 
hands of the descendants of the American blacks made the tension more 
acute. 


This explains the events of April 1979, when the neglected strata pro- 
tested against the increase in prices of base products. 


Since he came to power in 1971, President Tolbert has tried to unify 

his people in his way, proclaiming a general amnesty, and then officially 
recognizing the main opposition party, the PAL [Progressive Alliance of 
Liberia], of socialist inspiration, which was founded in the United 
States in 1975. But this has not sufficed to relax the tensions.

MILITARY COMMITTEE FOR DEVELOPMENT MEETINGS, ACTIVITIES REPORTED 
Farm Development Battle 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 11 Mar 80 pp 1-2 


[Text] The first annual session of the Military Committee for Development 
(CMD) began yesterday morning at the Tsimbazaza Palace, with the head of 
the government, Prime Minister Desire Rakotoarijaona and numerous civilian, 
military and diplomatic leaders present. 


This session, which will last 12 days, should allow the some 50 members of 
the CMD to study how the FAP [People's Armed Forces] can participate in 
coffee and vanilla production, in increasing farm production in general, 
and in the control and protection of maritime fishing products. 


After the ritual military ceremony, the head of the government, accompanied 
by President Rabeony, Minister of Defense Sibon Guy and the chief of the 
general staff of the FAP, entered the plenary session hall in Tsimbazaza 
Palace. 


Taking the floor, Colonel Rabeony stressed the importance of this year, 1980, 
in our national life. "We will celebrate our 20th year of independence and 
the 20-year history of the FAP, as well as the 5 years since the establish- 
ment of the Democratic Republic of Madagascar and the Malagasy socialist 
revolution. The FAP," he stressed, “are always ready to assume their 
responsibilities." 


Solutions 


These responsibilities, where the first 1980 session of the CMD, a consulta- 
tive body, is concerned, involve escablishing the means by which the FAP 

can participate much more fully in the production battle in general, in- 
creasing our coffee and vanilla production in particular, and in the defense 
and control of our maritime fishing. 


"At the end of 1979," Colone] Rabeony said, "President Didier Ratsiraka 
spoke of our losses in the farm products sector. For one of these products, 
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vanilla, production dropped dangerously, which is painful for a country 
which is such a large exporter of this rich product. It is for this reason 
that the revolutionary regime decided to have the FAP participate in ex- 
panding this product. By what means? This is the basis for the discussions 
we will have in the course of this session. 


"A second subject for discussion in this session will be the increase in 

farm production in general, because the volume is no longer enough to make 
us self-sufficient and leads to problems in supply and decreases our exports. 
What is the reason for this general drop in our farm production? This is 
what the CMD must examine, along with proposing solutions. 


"A third theme at this CMD session will be maritime fishing. The CMD will 
have to analyze how the FAP can participate in controlling maritime fishing 
and defending our maritime stock, as well as participating in maritime 
fishing or helping those so engaged. 


"We know that the sea is our frontier and that we have there great assets 
provided by God. It is a part of the duty of the FAP to defend these assets 
and to check on their exploitation.” 


Before concluding his address, Colonel Rabeony wished the former members of 
the CMD going on to other functions success, and congratulated those who 
have completed their studies abroad or have been promoted to higher rank. 
He also welcomed the new members who will contribute new strengths to the 
CMD. 


Cattle Thefts 


The next speaker, Prime Minister Rakotoarijaona, after conveying revolution- 
ary greetings from President Ratsiraka, assessed the CMD proposals adopted 
by the revolutionary reg‘me. 


First of all there were suggestions with regard to the maintenance of public 
order, the only guarantee of the development of the nation. For insofar as 
the producing masses fear for their lives and their assets, they can never 
focus their attention on the production battle. 


Thus in connection with cattle thefts, for example, the CMD, after studying 
the "Dinan'i Toliary," proposed that this agreement be eliminated, since 

its application could only benefit a few profiteers and serves as a hindrance 
to the establishment of the new society. This suggestion was highly viewed 
by the revolutionary authority, which suppressed the "Dinan'i Toliary" by 

a decree dated 25 November last. 


Currently, many of the "fivondronana"” have mobile units for combating cattle 
thefts. The revolutionary regime places great hope in these bodies which 
have already been put to the test. 
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During this year, moreover, the FAP have carried out 11 anti-cattle-theft 
missions, mobilizing for the purpose some 1,000 soldiers and policemen in 
the "faritany" of Mahajanga, Tananarive, Fianarantsoa, Toliary and 
Toamasina. 


In 1978-79, cattle thefts were reduced to 30 percent and the number of 
"dahalo" to 50 percent. 


Currently, however, it seems that the "dahalo" have returned in force, 
stealing cattle by the hundreds. The work of the mobile units, the FAP 
and the fokonolona [administrative subdivisions] has been coordinated to 
make it possible to capture, if not to kill, the most notorious "dahalo" in 
the regions involved. 


The Production Battle 


In order to achieve our “year 2000 goal," the revolutionary regime has 
adopted the production battle slogan. The FAP have a role in this battle, 
as the 100,000 hectares they must exploit in the next 5 years bear witness. 
Also, the OMIPRA has been established, with Colonel Rabeony himself as 
president, on the decision of the revolutionary regime. 


Of these 100,000 hectares, topographic surveys have been completed on 
1,800 hectares in Antsiranana, 1,200 in Toamasina, 1,300 hectares in 
Tananarive and 1,200 hectares in Toliary, or 5,500 in all. In addition, 
reports on 1,800 hectares in Mahajanga and 1,800 in Fianarantsoa have also 
been drafted. 


As to the cultivated lands, 40 hectares have been exploited in 
Antsiranana. Unfortunately, production has been poor because of the drought. 


However, the OMIPRA began the planting of "tanety" rice on 755 hectares 
last year, and the harvest looks very promising, thanks to the sufficient 
quantity of rainfall. 


For the year 1980-81, the OMIPRA is expected to expand the land under culti- 
vation to 3,500 hectares. 


Where coffee production is concerned--our coffee is highly valued abroad-- 
the supply is not equal to the demand. As we should profit from this favor- 
able market, the coffee plantations also must be expanded. The FAP is 
participating in this task too, and the 107th Company in Nosy-Varika is 
already cultivating coffee on 274 of the 1,100 planned hectares. 


Harvest and Distribution 


Where harvest and distribution for the year 1979 were concerned, the training 
regiment transported some 50,000 tons of products. In addition, the CMD 
proposal that the responsibility of the FAP and the fokonolona with regard 








to road-building be clearly established was approved by the revolutionary 
regime, and the ministers of defense and interior are currently studying 
thie file. 


Additionally, the FAP have the task of building 55 storage warehouses to 
accomodate 1,000 tons each. Of these 33 have already been built and 5 are 
being finished. 


The revolutionary regime also approved the CMD proposal concerning urban 
transportation and that within the "faritany." An order has been placed 
for 150 new coaches, 70 of which will operate in the "faritany" capitals 
other than Tananarive. 


With regard to the battle against brush fires set by saboteurs, the FAP is 
also playing a considerable role, and currently a national committee has 
been established for the struggle against brush fires, on the basis of a 
CMD suggestion. Similarly, the study made by the CMD concerning "toaka 
gasy,'' which it is impossible to eliminate entirely, has borne fruit, and 
a still has been built making it possible to produce this popular beverage 
scientifically and hygienically. This kind of still will shortly be 
promoted among the population. 


With regard to the operation calling for the production of 20,000 pre- 
fabricated housing units per year, in which the FAP will participate, models 
have been built in Ankatso, on 67 hectares, in Tanjombato, Fianarantsoa, 

and Toamasina. Other "faritany" capitals will shortly have such models also. 


In concluding his assessment speech, the head of the government recalled 
the three new subjects which the CMD will study in the course of its first 
1980 session. "I believe," he said, "that as in the preceding sessions, 
your discussions will lead to concrete and positive results. And at your 
request, ministerial representatives will appear before you to provide 
supplementary explanation if needed." 


The official opening ceremony concluded with the announcement by 
Colonel Rabeony that this first annual session of the CMD was in progress. 


Army Role Discussed 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 12 Mar 80 pp 1-2 


[Text] With the inauguration Monday of the ordinary session of the 
Military Committee for Development, it is expected that the work of the 

next 15 days, the planned duration of the session, will produce a new de- 
velopment program in good and proper form. In the light of the addresses 
delivered during the ceremony by the prime minister, 

Col Desire Rakotoarijaona, and the president of the CMD, 

Col Edouard Rabeony, it now seems certain that, as in the past, the People's 
Armed Forces have (and will have) a leading role to play in the harmonious 
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and speedy development of the Democratic Republic of Madagascar. The 
evaluation for last year is positive. The CMD will do still better, it is 
to be hoped. 


A defensive army in wartime, an active force in peacetime, this has for a 
long time now been the primary task assigned to our army. And with the 
various reorganizations in these recent years within it, and in particular 
the determination of the revolutionary regime to extract the maximum from 
it, it can be hoped that if these actions are maintained (and strengthened! ) 
the goals in connection with development we are seeking to achieve will in 
fact be achieved. We will certainly win this long-range campaign which is 
the “battle against underdevelopment." 


This army is made up of men selected from among many others for their 
readiness to serve the country and their physical strength, adapted to the 
widely varied tasks and responsibilities which await them. In addition, 
these men have available to them rolling stock which is in some cases 
sophisticated and costly--engineering equipment--and heavy vehicles which 
lend themselves well to farm work (transportation of personnel and products) 
and which should be utilized to the maximum. Another factor, and not the 
least, is that this army is staffed by military technicians, and as 

Col Edouard Rabeony stressed yesterday, their cooperation with those in the 
various ministries can only additionally improve their activities. After 
the decentralized committees have been broken in, these same actions should 
be doubly beneficial to the country. 


And we should not lose sight of the fact that in so doing, that is to say 
in working directly for development, the army will also maintain its 
structure, that structure which it requires in the event of crisis. In the 
light of all the arguments we have just set forth, the FAP will win on all 
fronts in this operation "in all directions" in the military sense of the 
term. Following the “in all directions” policy in foreign affairs and the 
investment plan "in all directions" just beginning to be implemented, why 
not an "all directions" CMD? 


Another original aspect in this operation is the human intermixture to which 
the closer relations between the army and the rural sectors leads. It may 
be a most promising factor. For the peasants jealous of their traditional 
and ancestral customs, working alongside the "development soldiers" will be 
an excellent psychological, methodological and technical stimulant. After 
the field work, the usual village conversation before nightfall may be the 
occasion for both to speak of everything and nothing. They can discuss 
national affairs together, in a kind of consciousness-raising on the spot 
in the course of which there will be talk in the concrete manner familiar 
to the country people, about the existence of a world other than that to 
which they are accustomed, a world which needs their products, products for 
which they will be paid. The future of our country depends to a great ex- 
tent on this rural mass which accounts for more than 85 percent of our 
population. 











The "Boky Mena" says: "In the year 2000, the nation will have what it 
needs to feed itself, with a surplus to be exported." At the time of this 
writing, our coffee, famous indeed throughout the entire world, is subject 
to international competition. I[t must be remembered that there are more 
than 50 countries producing coffee in the world, and our production is far 
from great enough to satisfy foreign needs. Thus there is a gap to be 
narrowed, Not to mention the other farm products which bring in foreign 
exchange. And even if it is not a question of selling abroad, do we not 
need rice in sufficient quantities for our own consumption needs? We have 
so much space we do not know what to do with it. Nor is it willing hands 
which are lacking either. 





Among the sectors of activity which will be discussed in the course of this 
session, that pertaining to the army role in the development of maritime 
fishing is of capital importance. Only in the Gospel do miracles yield 
fish. In order for this activity which should long since have been prosper- 
ous, in view of the insular nature of our country, to become what it should, 
the traditional methods and techniques in the sector must all be brought 
into question. At a time when the production of beef for local con- 
sumption is increasingly limited, which is a suprise in the light of the 
quality and volume of our cattle herd, recognized now for many years, the 
rational development of our "fruits of the sea” would not only be beneficial 
from the point of view of local consumption but also another substantial 
source of foreign exchange on the majority of the large international 
markets. 


And so the military committee for development is joining with the working 
population with ever-greater determination. The great adventure lies at the 
end of the path--we must believe in this. 


Commissions Meet 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR=MATIN in French 12 Mar 80 p 2 


[Text] The members oc: the Military Committee for Development, who have 
been meeting since Monday in the first ordinary session of the year in 
Tsimbazaza, divided yesterday morning into three work commissions. The 
first is entrusted with the study of the role of the People's Armed Forces 
in the raising of coffee and vanilla. The second will devote itself to 
ways of improving production in general, while the third will discuss 
maritime fishing. 


Since they are meeting behind closed doors, no information has as yet been 
obtained. It is believed however that the meeting on coffee and vanilla 
was given great emphasis, since it involves two products which represent 
an important source of foreign exchange for Madagascar. 
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220,000 Hectares of Coffee Trees 


Moreover, in the course of an interview with an RIM [Malagasy 
Radio-Televison] journalist, the official in charge of farm statistics at 
the Ministry of Rural Development and Agricultural Reform, 

Mr Theophile Rambinintsoa, discussed the development of coffee and vanilla 
production in these last few years. For example in connection with coffee 
Mr Rambinintsoa stated that almost 220,000 hectares have now been planted. 
As to production in the past 5 years, it came to about 80,000 tons, of 
which 60,000 tons were exported. Despite the efforts made within the frame- 
work of the coffee operation, the official in charge of farm statistics 
said, the yield per hectare has not increased very perceptibly, because of 
the age of our coffee plantings, among other things. 


Mr Rambinintsoa provided the following figures pertaining to the development 
of the area under cultivation and production in answer to a question. Ten 
years ago, on an area of 200,000 hectares, production came to 60,900 tons. 
In 1975 it was 79,000 tons on 229,000 hectares. The 1976-77 season yielded 
68,000 tons from 220,000 hectares, that in 1977-78 81,000 tons from 225,000 
hectares, and the 1979 season, 80,000 tons from 225,000 hectares. About the 
same tonnage as for last year is expected this year. 


It must in fact be remembered, an official stated, that coffee and cloves 
are dependent on rainfall. Production increases when it does not rain and 
drops if it rains a great deal. Going on to speak of vanilla, the farm 
statistics official said that there are 24,000 hectares presently planted 

to this crop in Madagascar, producing 3,000 tons of green fruits. This plant 
is also sensitive to weather variations, in particular rainfall. Some years 
are favorable, and others less so, as was the case with the last 2 years. 


Going on to provide figu.es on the development of production, 

Mr Rambinintsoa stated that the area under cultivation has remained about 
the same, producing between 4,000 and 5,000 tons of green vanilla, which 
must further be prepared for export. The following are the tonnage figures 
for vanilla prepared for export in the past 5 years: 


1975-76: 1,400 tons; 1976-77: 900 tons; 1977-78: 600 tons; 1978-79: 
3,000 tons; while 400 tons of prepared vanilla is expected for this year. 





Farm Front Activities 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 20 Mar 80 pp 1-2 


[Excerpts] The sessions of the Military Committee for Development (CMD) are 
continuing behind closed doors at the Tsimbazaza Palace. The general meet- 
ings and the work of the commissions are proceeding, while the members of 
this RDM [Democratic Republic of Madagascar] institution are entering the 
second week of this first ordinary session for the year 1980. 


According to the by-laws, the Farm Production Military Operation (OMIPRA) 
has the goal of achieving for the state the farm exploitation of various 
crops and 100,000 hectares of new rice paddies, production and marketing. 
It involves military men grouped in companies, battalions and regiments 
responsible for this operation, concurrently with their defense tasks. 


The establishment of these operational units on the level of the decentralized 
collectives was ordered by decree of the minister in charge of defense. 


It is a little more than 10 months since the publication of the text which 
established the OMIPRA. The military are working to carry out this noble 
mission, which involves the advancement of agricultural production consistent 
with the Boky Mena. 


Just recently, an RTM [Malagasy Radio-Television] team traveled to 
Tsiroanomandidy, where an OMIPRA operation was being pursued, especially in 
Ambalavatokely, an operational center for four sections, to wit Morafeno, 
Androndramahavaobemahatazana, Mazamiempo and Ambatofotsy. 


The equipment available there includes 90 tractors, 25 plows, 14 drags, 

9 seeding machines, 1 bulldozer and various other vehicles, as well as the 
equipment of the military engineering corps for building access roads and 
tracks. 
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The company is under the command of a single officer assisted by 5 
non-commissioned officers and 74 pioneers, including the various specialists 
for machines, nursing and other work. 


in Ambalavatokely, the operation initially involved the development of 

755 hectares of rice paddies on “tanety." This area is currently planted to 
rice, with 719 hectares being worked. For the next season, the goal to be 
achleved is 3,000 hectares. Depending on the nature of the soil, different 
varieties of rice will be cultivated. Apart from 1490 and 1345, other 
varteties developed experimentally with the cooperation of Korean technicians 
will be tried. 


Col Zino Paul Bert, general director of the OMIPRA, stated on this occasion 
that the president of the Democratic Republic of Madagascar had established 
a revolutionary slogan at the end of 1978 and beginning of 1979 following an 
unsatisfactory rice yield in the country. This shortcoming requires that we 
import a substantial quantity of rice for food supply, in addition to the 
cultivation of rice on 100,000 hectares, and also vanilla, cloves and corn. 


The military were thus entrusted first of all with carrying out this vast 
and important program. Later, the operation might be converted either into 
a socialist cooperative or a state farm. 


The OMIPRA operation began functioning on 12 Apri) 1979, after the chief of 
state had undertaken a survey of the terrain in the "faritany."” Then came 
the plowing operation. 


The OMIPRA was set up in Bezaha (Tulear) Ihosy to serve Fianarantsoa and 
isiroanomandidy, in Belanitra to serve Tananarive, in Tsangania for 
Mahajanga (South Antsalova), Brickaville for Roamasina, and Vohemar for the 
\ntsiranana (Fanambana) “faritany.” 


Two kinds of cultivation are being carried out by the OMIPRA, rice on 
“tanety" and irrigated rice paddies. 


In Tsiroanomandidy, “tanety” rice cultivation is pursued, as is the case in 
Fanambana, while the other localities have irrigated rice paddies. 


Where the irrigation of rice is concerned, the OMIPRA is still in the stage 
of topographic surveys, except in Fanambana and Belanitra, where the rice is 
already being planted. In Isiroanomandidy, 750 hectares of rice are cur- 
rently being cultivated, as are 40 hectares in Fanambana, where the yield 
may be slim since the region has been attacked by drought. Also in 
Tsiroanomandidy, some | 470 hectares will be planted, along with 500 hectares 
in Fanambana. The second point explained by the general director of the 
OMIPRA pertains to the various equipment available to the body. In this 
connection, he revealed that there are 90 tractors in use in 
Isiroanomandidy, and 35 in Fanambana. There are tractors on permanent 
stand-by in the various centers. 





The work done in Tatlroanomandidy since the beginning has involved plowing, 
harrowing, sowing and fertilizing. As to the fertilizer, 200 kilograms are 
used for each hectare of terrain. Plans call for the use of 2 tons, more or 
lesa, per hectare, 


The population of the region has derived tremendous advantages from the 
establishment of the army developme \i company. The cooperation between the 
people and the army troops will strengthen still further. The population 
will not remain blind to the results of the tremendous work done. It will 
doubtless make an effort to improve production in quantity and quality, for 

a little less than a year ago, before the year of the development pioneers, 
the arid and uncultivated "tanety" have become so fertile that there was seed 
to clear, develop and cultivate. 


lhe harvest will not come until 115 to 130 days after sowing. The yield 
also depends on rainfall. 


As to the problems in marketing the product, various sections and areas 

have been interlinked due to the work done by the military engineers. Also, 
access is now and henceforth available to all localities. The main road 
between Ambatofotsy and Tsiroanomandidy will facilitate transportation. 


According to the OMIPRA officials, production will go to the army but the 

surplus can be sold to national companies such as the SINPA. Additionally, 
the establishment of this company has been warmly welcomed by this popula- 
tion. The company medical corps is generous in treating civilian ailments. 


Where this unit in Tsiroanomandidy is concerned, it is expected that the 
harvest will be gathered toward the end of the month of April. 


Regional University Center 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR=MA.IN in French 22 Mar 80 pp 1-2 


|Excerpt] “e will be entirely happy to welcome the new students for the 
coming university year which will begin soon,” Ignace Rakoto, minister of 
national education and scientific research, said yesterday morning, among 
other things, foilowing a visit paid by the members of the Military Committee 
for Development to the work sites at the Ankatso CUR [Regional University 
Center]. 


This tour of the work sites which took more than an hour allowed the 
members of the CMD to make an evaluation on the spot, in a session at the 
Tsimbazaza Palace, of exactly what is being done on this eastern portion 
of the Ankatso hill. 


20,000 Housing Units 


Col Edward Rabeony, who guided the large CMD delegation, stressed on this 
occasion that in its last session, the Military Committee for Development 








had examined the theme “housing construction for the military and their 
families as well as civilian personnel working with the people's armed 
forces." In another context, the Malagasy chief of state had urged, in 
official speeches, the building of 20,000 housing units per year. 


The people's armed forces must participate in this operation. The president 
of the CMD expressed satisfaction with his tour which, he stressed, was in- 
structive. “We muet already be thinking about how the people's armed forces 
can participate in this 20,000 housing unit operation. During this session," 
President Rabeony went on to say, “we have estimated that the units for 

this operation could be built of local materials, thus making the cost price 
of a unit cheaper.” 


Arrival in 15 Days 


Minister Ignace Rakoto explained on this occasion that in about 15 days, 
Ankatso will become a large city. 


The aspect of Ankatso will have changed with the construction of the CUR 
buildings. 


Minister Rakoto Ignace said that in 15 days almost half of the expected 
students will have arrived at the Ankatso CUR, since 64 blocks will have 
been built, with 24 stucents to a block. There will be 11 amphitheaters, 
setting a record, for even in Europe no university has such a large number. 
These amphitheaters will accomodate 8,000 persons. There will also be 

17 classrooms able to accomodate 100 to 200 students. There will also be 
2 restaurants accomodating 600 students each. Minister Ignace Rakoto 
commented additionally that in Ankatso, the CUR construction work is pro- 
ceeding normally. Mr Francois Rajaoson, the university rector, welcomed 
the arrival of so many of the military in Ankatso at the conclusion of the 
tour. He said that this was a great event, and he expressed satisfaction 
with the close collaboration existing between the university and the 
people's armed forces in the education of the Malagasy youth. "We welcome 
these young students, already trained in the army in the course of their 
national service, to this locality,” he said. 


The Same Ideal 


President Rabeony, after thanking the military for the welcome they provided, 
said that the military, since they come from the people, should work for 

the people. “It is within this very context that we are here now," he 
stressed. "We have the same ideal,” he further added, “that of training and 
educating the young people such as to guarantee the success of the revolu- 
tion.” 








CMD Session Ends 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR=MATIN in French 24 Mar 80 pp 1-2 


[Excerpts] A single speech mar'ed the end of the first 1980 session of the 
Military Committee for Develepment on Saturday morning. Col Edouard Rabeony, 
president of the body, declared the session closed after 12 days of work. 


As was announced at its inauguration, the CMD devoted itself in the course 
of this session to three presidential directives, calling for an increase in 
the production of vanilla and coffee and a complete review of the maritime 
fishing methods. 


The committee then adopted the principles of the Boky Mena where the 
development of the country, which should be based essentially on farm pro- 
duction, is concerned. "We have devoted ourselves in the course of these 
12 days in Tsimbazaza," Col Edouard Rabeony said, "to the main current con- 
cerns of the entire people, because we know that the people's army comes 
from the people and should thus work for it.” 


The speaker recognized that the breadth of the themes the committee had 
discussed inevitably was reflected in the whole of its work. It took at 
least 5 days for the 3 commissions appointed to study the reports and 
classify them suitably. It was not until 15 March that each commission sub- 
mitted its conclusions to the plenary assembly. There were 245 addresses 
and 25 amendments in the study of the role of the people's army in the 
development of coffee and vanilla production. 


in addition, 274 addresses and 38 amendments were recorded where the in- 
crease of farm production in general was concerned. 


if the first two presidential directives received satisfactory study, from 
the point of view of those involved, in the course of this session, the 
same was not the case with regard to maritime fishing, the study of which 
will be pursued at a later date. 


At the conclusion of his speech, Col Edouard Rabeony said that the results 
of the work organizing the role of the people's armed forces in the develop- 
ment of Madagascar had been “respectfully” submitted to 

President Didier Ratsiraka. 


As can be seen, nothing specific has yet been learned from Tsimbazaza con- 
cerning this CMD session. We hope that shortly the press will be given 
concrete data on this participation by the armed forces in national de- 
velopment. 











DIFFICULTI«£S Li STATS ENTERPRIS=S: AN ANALYSIS 
Dakar AFRICA in French No 119, Mar 80 pp 103, 104 


[Excerpts] The Malian state enterprises are a constant problem for the 
country's leaders, It appears that the handful of changes in government 
economic policy and the stat.s of state companies has up to now in no 

way resolved their economic bankruptcy, Then too, in the face of this 
situation, the government is resorting to a whole series of expedients and 
palliatives, one after another, 


Doubtful Sconomic Balance Sheet 


State companies and enterprises are unanimous on at least one point: 
They are poorly run, And this unanimity is all the more remarkable ine 
asmuch as it has survived the test of time, Whatever his attachment to 
these institutions in which he saw the basis for a socialist society, 
Modibo Keita had denounced the weaknesses we once again find denounced 
by his successors, 


Thus, according to one of the great thinkers of the Third-World intelli- 
gentsia, what should have been the jewel of a new society was its cancer, 
A dozen years later, things have scarcely changed and, when in 1978 the 
Malian minister responsible for the administration of state companies 
and enterprises made an inspection tour of them, the headlines in the 
national press evoked the permanence of the problems involved, They were 
still talking of “prosperity once reorganization is completed," of "a 
sleeping giant," of "breathless" enterprises, Or at best they foresaw 
the ssibility] of “starting out again on the right foot," or noted 
already sizable improvement," 


Thus the different news sources are in agreement, Economically speaking, 
it seems obvious that, independently of structural reforms, the state 
enterprises are conironted with serious difficulties and this negative 
balance sheet weighs heavily on what constitutes the other manifest funce 
tion of the public sector: the social function, This is what emerges 
from the different analyses that have been made over a period of time, 


Still, the state enterprises constitute an essential economic agent for 
Mali since they represent the essence of the modern sector, if not all 
of it as in the domain of farming or stockraising, The balance sheet 
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analyzed by branches is noteworthy in the trade and industry sector, It 
is less satisfactory in the domain of transport and public works, 


But while "the creation of state enterprises in the chief sectors of eco= 
nomic activity provided the bases for the gradual elimination of domina- 
tion by foreign capital," the results are far from measuring up to expec- 
tations, In 1967 the state sector provided early 90 percent of indus- 
trial production but only 40 percent of the commercial turmover (excluding 
oil) and 65 percent of transport operations, but the profits were infini- 
tesimal, 


For the commercial enterprises, the gross added does not produce enougn 
to cover wages and taxes, a situation which results in a negative gross 
income from operations, In the industrial domain, financing difficulties 
are considerable and the transport enterprises "show a largely deficit 
net result,” Summing up, it appears that in 1969, while accounting for 
63 percent of the overall nonconsolidated modern sector sales figure, the 
public enterprises "are far from procuring for the state the substantial 
profits it has a right to expect, since their net income, after deducting 
amortization and reserve margin, is extremely negatives less than 3,9 
billion lalian francs," And this balance sheet has been drawn up only 
on the basis of enterprises which have usable accounting records, which 
is not the case for all of then, 


This overall picture may, however, contain nuances attesting to tne fact 
that it is perhaps not the principle of this «ind of institution itself 
that is at issue, First, we must emphasize tne fact that in certain 
domains the public sector has made it possible to alleviate the avsence 
of private initiative and endow lali with an industrial infrastcucture, 


But it is a fact that, after 10 years of new government preceded by a re- 
turn to the franc zone, little seems to have changed, This is what energes 
from the analyses made by the Malian press in 1978, The state enterprises 
are operating below their production capacity (SaPOl [National Oil Froducts 
Company of vali}). It is true that they are provided with obsolete equip- 
pent (Citi [Hali Shipping Company], OCINA‘ jenganesen unkmown], SOCIMA 
[expansion unknown |, CUATEX (Maiion Texti mpany]) and that it is not 
always in working condition (Ci7Tk [expansion unimown], SONDTRA [National 
Enterprises and Public Works Company } }). Subjected to constraints deter 
mined by the state in terms of prices or financing, their financial situe 
ation remains “overburdened and untenable" (SiP0H) or at any event pre- 
carious (Cili, SONSTRA, tie hotel industry, TAMALI [expansion unimown)), 
The cocvsunications problem arises not only for enterprises whose field 
of activity should be national (SZPOH, SOMTSX [Malian Import-icport Com 
pany], the pharmaceuticals industry), but also for those located outside 
the ean ital and are dependent on other services, Thus SOCIIA suffers 
from a shortage of Railway Administration transport facilities, In addi-e 
tion to these constraints, there are other, more specific ones like health 
conditions (a quarter of all SOCTA workers suffer from onchocercose 
i? oncosis | and coupetence problems, Incapable of providing their 








exployoes with wage guarantees or regular fringe benefits, the enterprises 
see their most competent personnel returning to the private sector (SONSTRA), 
Thus reductions in force deemed necessary (SEPOM) are in part "naturally" 
carried out, but under the most unfavorable of circumstances for the public 
sector, 


Depending on the nature of the policy determined by the state and its 
capabilities, the public sector thus finds itself at the crossroads of 
various constraints that overburden its operating ability, The social 
function does not always allow for a healthy price policy (leading to 
selling at a loss) and adds to the weight of costs (wages, bonuses, etc,), 
benefiting personnel who in economic terms appear to de superfluous 
a. CMIR), a situation which also affects the mixed economy companies 
ITHMA [expansion unknown], Now, for those workers who cannot expect to 
find salaried jobs outside the public sector, these sacrifices have their 
limits and the precariousness of the financial situation makes the union 
organizations even more watchful, if not downright demanding (SON=TRA), 


Thus on the whole it appears that the state enterprise crisis largely stems 
from the disorganized state of the economic system which S, Amin empha- 
sized: breakdown of supply lines, lack of real‘sm in cost accounting, 

lack of stable markets (TAMALI, for example, has for years been operated 
only to manufacture shoes for the Aruy), lack of correspondence between

The change in regime has in no way changed this usual practice, which 
leaves us skeptical of the attempts to reform or clean house that have

REPORT ON RECENT GOVERNMENTAL RESHUFFLE 
Communique Published

[Text] Yesterday, the Presidency of the People's Republic of Mozambique is- 
sued an important communique announcing measures adopted by the president of 
the republic for the purpose of reinforcing and reorganizing certain entities 
of the state apparatus. We are publishing the text of the communique: 


The present offensive against infiltration, incompetence, negligence and bu- 
reaucratism in the state apparatus requires the adoption of measures for re- 
organization which will guarantee that the state apparatus on the central and 
local levels will assume its role as a leading instrument for the implementa- 
tion of the party's policy, capable of insuring that its action will be re- 
flected in a real fulfillment of the needs of the people and a constant im- 
provement in their standard of living. 


Hence, the state apparatus, and the Council of Ministers, in particular, must 
be dynamic and operative, guaranteeing high quality in work and total effica- 
cy in their action. 


This action involves a reinforcement of the entities and their reorganiza- 
tion in some instances, including the creation of new ministries and the 
appointment of vice-ministers in already existing ministries. 


In this connection, the president of the People's Republic of Mozambique has 
decided to create the following ministries, in accordance with the terms of 
Article 54, Section b, of the Constitution: 


a. Ministry of Security 
b. Ministry of Ports and Land Transportation 
c. Ministry of Posts, Telecommunications and Civil Aviation 


The Ministry of Security assumes the authority of the National People's Se- 
curity Service (SNASP). 








The Ministry of Ports and Land Transportation and the Ministry of Posts, 
Telecommunications and Civil Aviation assume the functions discharged to 
date by the Ministry of Transport and Communications. 


These decisions are the result of the process of growth in the new state 
apparatus, and the vital importance of the sectors of security, and trans- 
port and communications, in our country. 


It is also important to determine the statute for each member of the Council 
of Ministers and other leaders. 


Thus, the presicent of the republic, in accordance with Article 54, Section 
b, of the Constitution, has decided: 


a. That the political commissioner of the Popular Forces for the Liberation 
of Mozambijyue has the statute of a minister. 


b. That the governor of the Bank of Mozambique has the sta: te of a minister, 
and the vice-governor of the Bank of Mozambique has the statute of a vice- 
minister. 


c. That the National Commission of Communal Villages will be headed by a state 
secretary of communal villages. 


According to the terms of Article 54, Section d, of the Constitution, the 
president of the People's Republic of Mozambique calls for: 


a. The appointment of the following as members of the Council of Ministers: 


1. Mariano de Araujo Matsinhe, for the position of minister of interior, and 
resident minister in Sofals Province. 


2. Jacinto Soares Veloso, for the position of minister of security. 


3}. Mario da Graca Machungo, for the position of minister of planning and 
minister of agriculture. 


4. Jose Luis Cabaco, for the position of minister of information. 


5. Julio Zamith Carrilho, for the position of minister of public works and 
housing. 


6. Antonio Lima Rodrigues Branco, for the position of minister of industry 
and energy.

[Text] The meesures that have now been adopted by the supreme leadership ot 
the party and the state are related to a qualitatively new phase in the Mo- 
zambican revolution: the phase in which, on the one hand, the class struggle

DELAYS, DANGEROUS ERRORS SEEN IN RAILROAD TRAFFIC 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 8 Apr 80 pp 3, 6 
[Article by Jorge Mouco: "Trains Travel at a Snail's Pace") 


[Excerpts] "We want to sleep with our wives, play with our children and give 
them affection,” declare the locomotive engineers from the CFM [Mozambique 
Railroad]-South enterprise, in support of a demand which has been pending 
for months, and which they hope will be met through a change in the railroad 
traffic system, particularly on the Ressano Garcia line. 


To live unlike all other people is not pleasant for anyone. Leaving home 
and not knowing when one will return, spending 2 or 3 days to make a trip 
which at another time took 2 hours, sleeping by day in the midst of house- 
hold noise and the incessant honking of cars passing by, with all the din 
of a city like Maputo, which lives by daylight, ends up bothering anyone. 


A few days ago, a team of reporters from our newspaper joined the crew from 
freight train 653. The destination was Ressano Garcia. But the engineer 
of "semi-five-three," as the railroad workers call it, advised us not to go 
to the end of the line, because the trip was rough and "you might not re- 
turn today." 


Train traffic, whether it be passenger or freight, is defective. The trains 
that are made up wait for hours in the stations waiting for a crossing, at 
times without justified cause. 


What is the explanation for the large number of derailments which have been 
occurring lately? Engineer Hilario John answere this question by saying: 

"IT am ashamed to be a locomotive engineer. Whenever a train derails, the 
engineer is blamed. The line is in poor conditicn; it 1s due to be doubled 
and renovated. There are cautions that we must adhere to strictly, but when 
the train derails the engineer is at fault, because he has been driving too 
fast or was drunk. It often happens in the case »f p2ssenger trains, for 
example, that the engineer_has been following the cavtions established for 
the line, but they complain to him, and sometimes insu’t him, calling him 








a saboteur because he is going slowly, and they will arrive late for their 
job or at home. Sometimes, the engineer pays attention to them, and speeds 
up; and as long as everything is going quite well the engineer is all right, 
he is for the people. But when there is a derailment, it is because the en- 
gineer was going too fast. Sometimes we do travel fast, exceeding the rate 
per kilometer stipulated in the cautions a little, but it is not our fault. 
The cars are loaded with hundreds of thousands of tons of iron, and at 10 
kilometers per hour it would be impossible to execute a grade, and the unit 
is liable to be at a standstill midway on the route. If people only under- 
stood our problems,’ the engineer from locomotive 653 remarked with a sigh. 


That worker added that the press has contributed largely to the denigration 
of the work done by them. Just then, the locomotive was nearing the station 
at Tenga. The engineer gave the number of the unit and, using his radio 
receiver-transmitter set, asked for permission to drive on the internal 
tracks of that station. At the very moment when we were approaching the 
station on an upward grade, another locomotive was making the same maneuver 
in a downward direction. 


The engineer from train 653 told NOTICIAS: "This is a technical error, and 
could cause serious damage. Only one unit can enter each time, and it ‘s 
only after clearance that permission can be given for the entry of others, 
to prevent a possible collision due to mechanical flaws. The agents know 
that this maneuver is very dangerous, both for us and for them. Sometimes, 
due to their own oversight, they make the change in switch points before 
the entire unit has entered, causing a derailment; and afterwards they put 
the blame on the engineers." 


The switching is more dangerous starting at the Tenga station, where the 
railroad tracks resemble veritable snakes in motion. On this route, the 
cautions are more stringent, and there is a constant series of them, to the 
point where there are locations where one can travel faster on foot than by 
train. "These speeds of 10-20 kilometers per hour cause technical problems 

in the traction engines, because the machines are not equipped for those 
speeds over long distances," remarked the crew chief of the 'semi-five-three," 
at the entrance to the Pessane station, as he received the order to proceed 

as far as Moamba from an agent who was not in proper uniform. 


The Return Trip 
Having arrived in Moamba at 1655 hours, and in view of our opportunity to re- 


turn on a passenger train, we terminated our trip to Ressano Garcia on that 
freight train. 


We ran into one of the coaches crowded with people who immediately gave us 
a stern look evoked by the objective of my co-worker. Our presence quickly 
went unnoticed, and the people continued to mumble, complaining over the 
frequent delays which occur every day on that line. "I have had nothing

The division of Intermetal into two sections, namely, for raw materials and 
eculpment, which is planned for the near future, could cause some progress 
in solving this probies. 





Still, the matter is not nfined to Intermetal; it extends to other import- 
ers. 


A manufacturer, whose role is limited to the operation of his plant, is doom- 
ed to failure, or te be content with the sad immobility of waiting for things 
t> arrive. The progress made by others, both internally and externally, will 
never occur to hia, and his replies to any question which transcends the con- 
fines of his unit will be limited to: “The chief is the one who knows (...);

They accepted these elections -- fateful elections in 
the history of South West Africa -- and then they did not fight to win then; 
they fought merely in order to be able to be a “factor” later on. 


And now even suddenly they invoke the “mandate” of 1977 -- something they 
themselves have drawn a line through at least three times. (And other cases 
of murdering or smothering of that “mandate” could be mentioned! ) 


The craziest of all things is that this party apparently wants to try to get 
that “mandate” reaffirmed in the upcoming white elections -- that is to say, 
a “mandate” which is partly unfeasible and which has partly bee: fulfilled 
already by another party.

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PLANNING DIRECTOR DISCUSSES INVESTMENTS UNDER NEW PLAN 
Niamey SAHEL HEBDO in French 25 Feb 80 pp 11, 29 


[Interview with Mr Sani Bako, director of Planning Mines and Energy, by 
Ibricheck-~<late and place not given) 


(Text) (Question) Mr Director of Mines and Energy, there is a plan for invest- 
ment of over 55 billion CFA francs. Do these investments concern exploitation 
of national resources other than uranium and coal? We have in mind particularly 
the iron at Say and the oil at Tintouma. 


[Anewer) The investments in the plan directly regarding mines and energy do 
not concerm iron and oil production. In regard to iron, however, it must be 
recognized that the plan calls for studies now in progress, to determine the 
value of the deposits. For such a shori period between now and 1983--it is 
unthinkable that economic studies, feasibility studies, development studies 
could all be ready in time to draw up a plan for investment and exploitation. 


(Question) In a general way, one may criticize the plan for not giving 
sufficient attention to transformation industries, finished products. Is 
this criticiem justified? 


[Anewer) This criticiem is not justified, because the industrial sector of 
the plan takes quite adequately into account the priority to industry of 
transformation of local products. And if you look at the list of investments 
called for in the plan you will find food product industries: oil plants, 
animal .sed processing industries...even in the uranium industry you have 
transformation of a local product by a series of plant processes to obtain 
uranate. The mineral is not exported in its raw state. The only observation 
that might be made would be on the transformation industries of agricultural 
products. But there too the plan calls for very substantial investments to 
increase production, and transformation will come along in the context of a 
surplus that will exist after subtracting the needs of consumption. In sum, 
the stage following attainment of self-sufficiency in foodstuffs. In any 
event we do not have many agricultural products suitable for industrial 
transformation outside of rice and peanuts, cotton or such crops as onions. 
Now all these products are already taken into account by the plan within the 
framework of industrial transformation. 











‘Question) But why has there been no plan, for example, Mr Director, for a 
fertilizer plant, since it would appear that we have plenty of phosphate? 
And what about a eteel mill since we will have an abundance of iron? 


‘Anewer) As for the fertilizer plant, we already have the emall facility at 
Anaker in the Tahoua region which turns out phosphates, and I imagine you 

have in mind chiefly phosphates from Tapoa. You must remember that with 
respect to this latter deposit we are still in the study phase and the plan 
provides for investments necessary for carrying out the studies in progress 

for estimating the worth of the deposit. At the present moment we do not 
possess complete knowledge concerning this iron ore deposit. There are studies 
in progrees which will be continued. We must wait for what comes to talk 

about investments for production, working these various iron ore or phosphate 
deposits. 


(Question) In a general way one can say that the plan gives great importance 
to construction. Does this concern bear a relation to population growth in 
our country? 


(Answer!) It has no connection at all with population growth. It is related 
only to investments. These are investmen.s of extreme importance that create 
the infrastructures. When you build a factory, for instance, a very large 
percentage of this factory is in the form of the building. It is for that 
reason that we have taken little account in the plan for investments for 
housing. We could not take care of everything, because that represents 
billions per year. But in the plan the increase indicated is related solely 
to the substantial volume of investments. 


Question) Will these investments be taken care of by the public or the private 
sector? 


‘Answer’ As for these investments, the portion of public investments, invest- 
ments which will be executed under the responsibility of the state, whether 
they are from the FNI [National Investment Fund) or from foreign aid or from 
loans, these are consicered public investments, and their portion represents 
380 billions in the plan. The buildings are largely financed by public 
investments. 


(Question) Between 1981 and 1983 there is a slackening of pace to be noted in 
investments. Is this slowlown purely a matter of conjuncture, that is to say, 
is it comnected with the probable decline in our foreign resources? 


[Answer] There is in fact no slowdown in investments. The public document is 
a draft presentation of investment items which was later corrected in the 
Council of Ministers. We did it over, and in the new version the investments 
will be seen to increase each year. This is incidentally mentioned in the 
minister's report. 














(Question) This plan seems very careful, and the ill-disposed will say it is 
too careful, but despite this characteristic, and without wishing to cultivate 
pessimiem, what is there to be afraid of? What must one watch out for? 


\Anewer) One can say the plan was very careful, just as some might think it 

wae very optimietic, but the first bottleneck that might show up, which one 
might be afraid of, ie at the level of the sources of financing. As a matter 

of fact, though the public investments to be financed by the FNI are practically 
guaranteed, when it comes to investments from the outside, such as loans or 

aid in the form of subsidy, we are not on top of all the parameters. There 
might be a delay. That is the principal problem that comes up in a plan in 

a general way in developing countries. The circumstance that the plan depends 
in large proportion on factors outside the country is a serious handicap. 


For another thing, the plan is very ambitious in the sector of building 
construction and public works, as you noted a moment ago. There, there is 
a construction problem. The actual construction of the buildings must take 
place as planned, for if it doesn't, no matter how large the planned invest- 
ments it will not be executed. These are the two principal elements: 
foreign sources of financing and the capability of execution and absorbtion 
of the planned investments. 


[Question] Is there a conclusion? 


[Answer] What may be said in conclusion echoes what the minister said when 
he observed that it is a first test of planning at the national level for 
our country. This plan contains the essential concerns of the Nigerians 
and the people, and now it is in the matter of its execution that everything 
must Le done to put perfectly in place all the necessary structures so the 
plans may be carried out in an acceptable proportion. A plan is after all 
nothing but a plan, made up of forecasts. The quality of a plan must be 
judged by ite execution.

BUDGET GIVES INSUFFICIENT ATTENTION TO EXPORTS 
Lagos BUSINESS TIMES in English 8 Apr 80 pp l, 2 
[Article by Cyprian Agbor] 


[Text] The 1980 budget presented last week by the present Administration 
appears to have concentrated mostly on the import sector of the economy 
and hardly touched the foreign exchange earning export sector. 


This was the opinion of the Director of the Nigerian Export Promotion 
Council Mr George O Niyi when the Business Times asked him last week to 
comment on this year's budget. 


He said that an import oriented economy saps instead of generating foreign 
exchange earnings and that it is the export sector that earns foreign 
exchange. 


He argued that there was an urgent need to diversify our export base so 
that not only the government can operate, but also private citizens can 
find avenues to export their products if and when they can produce enough 
goods that meet the required standards. 


Mr Niyi also pointed out that it was necessary to create opportunities for 
Nigerian businessmen to compete with their counterparts from other coun- 
tries as this is the only sure way to test the quality of their products. 


He did not leave out government's emphasis on the ‘Green Revolution’ but 
argued that with the gearing up of agricultural production in the country 
it has become essential to explain governmenc's policy towards the export 
sector so that the Commodity Boards and other government agencies as 

well as private citizens could know government's stand vis-a-vis their 
export activities. 


He said that this could be done by using the same yardstick applied to 
importation to apply also to export business. 


He mentioned the Manual of Export Incentives presented by his Council and 
approved by the former Military Administration, and said nothing had been 





done even in the liberaligation of export licenses, whic’ he said waa a 
Vital firet step in facilitating exportation business as is the case with 
importation, 


lie urged the goverament to take @ critical look at what few products 
Nigerlane can manufacture now and shortiiet those that can be improved 
upon and exported even without export licenses as has been done with 
imported goods and added that this was one way to encourage Nigerian 
exporters to produce not only enough goods for local consumption but also 
to look outwards at the export market.

GOVERNMENT TO GUARANTEE STATES’ EXTERNAL LOANS 
Lagos DAILY TIMES in English 8 Apr 80 pp 1, 9

[Text] State governments can now obtain Federal Government guarantee on 
external loans for their development projects. This, however, is under 
certain conditions revising the existing guidelines. 


Federal Finance Minister Essang stated in Lagos that his ministry would 
issue shortly the revised guidelines setting out the conditions under 
which the Federal Government guarantee could be given. 


Professor Essang, who was briefing the press on the details of the 19860 
budget, said that the Federal Government intended to rely on its financial 
resources for the execution of its development projects. 


World Bank and other multinational institutions would, as in the past 
continue to complement government's efforts in that direction. 


The government would in appropriate cases. tap the financial resources 
available through the export credit age es of developed countries. 


The Federal Government, he said, would limit its operations on the Euro- 
dollar market to the bearest minimum consistent with maintaining a token 
presence until the market conditions returned to normal and the London- 
bank offered rate (LIBOR) swings back to an agreeable figure. 


The government, he said, noted with some measure of satisfaction the 
improved terms obtained for Nigerian credits recently negotiated with 
international banks. 


This, he said, was a welcome reflection of the confidence which the inter- 
national banking community had, not only in the political stability of 

the country, but also on the ability of the present Federal administration 
to manage the economy wisely. 


As the administration's economic programme unfolded itself and its policy 
began to bear fruits, the country's credit rating amongst international 
bankers would improve further.

ELECTRICITY SUPPLY PROJLCTS--Construction work on the second phase of the 
multi-million nairo Shiroro hydro electric project, capable of supplying 
600 megawatts of electricity has been stepped up. The second phase would 
involve the construction of the main dam. The firet phase was plant 
installation and the laying of penstocks of the power house. The third 
and final phase due to be completed in June 1983, would involve the con- 
struction of a spillway and two reservoirs. The contract was awarded in 
1977 but the actual construction work started in January 1978. In another 
development, five electricity sub-stations capable of supplying a total of 
363 megawatts are to be built in Niger State by the National Electric 
Power Authority (NEPA). These are 132 KVA for Jebba-Sunti, 132 KVA for 
Shiroro-Tegina, 33 KVA for Bide-Lapai, 33 KVA for Bida-Kutigi and 33 KVA 
for Kontagora-Rijau. This was made known by the Federal Minister of 
Mines and Power Alhaji Mohammed Hassan while addressing a press conference 
in Minna. He also announced that five other sub-stations were under con- 
struction in the state. The substations which would be capable of supply- 
ing 132 megawatts of electricity each, are situated at Shiroro, Abuja, 
Minna, Bida and Suleija.

"We have but one ambition,” Lucet Langenier said in conclusion, “and that is 
to serve the people of Sainte-Suzanne." 


A Triumph Over Racism 


Ary Payet then introduced Paul Verges. The secretary general of the PCR 
[Reunion Communist Party] spoke of the lessons to be drawn from the great 
victory of 9 March. “What frightens the right wing, for it sees a lesson 
in Sainte-Suzanne, is that what is possible here is also possible in 
Saint-Pierre, Saint-Paul, Sairt-Andre and everywhere on the island."

He spoke of the victory over racism. "The right wing situated the battle 

in this field, going about everywhere saying ‘le pa possible un caf i entre 
a la mairie' and it lost the battle. The people of Sainte-Suzanne inflicted 
a bitter defeat on the racists. In our country, populated with people 
coming from everywhere, from France, Madagascar, Africa, India, and China, 
raciem must be rooted out and excluded from our country. We are pursuing 
this battle unceasingly.” 


Our comrade then denounced that other plague in Reunion, fraud. He ex- 
plained the steps to be taken so that Prefect Lamy, Senator Virapoulle and 
their accomplices in the election fraud in Saint-Pierre in 1976 will have 
to answer for it in the courts. He recalled that during his press cca- 
ference with the National Assembly in Paris, he demanded that the parliament 
undertake a discussion on the fraud. 


Finally, Paul Verges assessed the economic and social policy of the govern- 
ment in the DOM-TOM [overseas territories and departments]. In Reunion, 

unemployment has increased steadily. Last week set a record for dismissals.

After the address by the secretary general of the PCR, Ary Payet proposed a 
motion expressing solidarity with the peoples of Martinique, Guadeloupe and 
French Guiana, and Lucet Langenier proposed sending a message of solidarity 
to Georges Marchais. Both motions were approved. 


Following the meeting, the crowd dispersed. The groups returned to their 
neighborhoods. Young people and some not so young sang and danced around 
the pioneers. With popular and revolutions:y songs, the celebration ended.

When one considers that the cheaters not only 
cheated but shouted it from the rooftops, one sees what sincerity JIR is 
talking about: that of cynicism and of the morgue of little country gentle- 
men from centuries past! 


The QUOTIDIEN, for its part, attributes the defeat of the right to the medi- 
ocrity of its representatives. Cadet and Robert, of course, are not eagles, 
just worn-out parrots; but can our colleague perhaps tell us where the Re- 
union right has leaders who reject the mediocrity of fraud, the baseness of 
corruption, the shame of threats and pressures? 


Things are ~'ear, however. 


The triumphal victory of Lucet Langenier (whose slate came in first in all 
voting departments except one, by a few votes) expresses a deep popular 
drive, indisputable progress for the ideas of change and for the concrete 
proposals attached to them.

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VERGES PROTESTS REDUCTION OF SUGAR QUOTAS 
Saint Denis TEMOIGNAGES in French 21 Mar 80 p 7 


[Text] In 3 months, in the second half of June, the first sugar mill will 
open its doors for the 1980-1981 sugar harvest. With the traditional 
season for the beginning of cutting so close, there is no lack of problems. 
There is one among the rest, however, which alone dictates the future of 
production and the sugar industry in Reunion. It is the matter of quotas 
marked for reduction by the EEC commission for the next 5 years. 





While the right wing here, headed by Jean-Paul Virapoulle, is doing every- 
thing to counterbalance and minimize this business and to develop a 
circumstantial optimism, Paul Verges has not ceased in recent months to 
raise the problem before the EEC assembly to which he was elected. Hardly 
a month, indeed a week, has passed without his making a speech on this 
problem, to the point moreover that during his recent press conference, 
Paul Verges commented on the "reproaches" by British conservatives who, he 
said, “accuse me of speaking constantly wherever I am about Reunion." 


A good part of this press conierence was devoted to this problem of the 
sugar quotas which was the subject of a report submitted by our comrade, a 
report which was to be discussed during the session of the development and 
cooperation commissivn on 18 and 19 March, but was postponed until a later 
sitting at the request of Messrs Poniatowski and Barsani, the president and 
vice-president of this commission, respectively. Being absent on 18 and 

19 March, they had asked for this report, "in view of its importance and 
their desire to participate in the discussions." 


The position defended by Paul Verges in this matter has been consistent: to 
wit, in view of the proposed reduction of -he European sugar quotas sub- 
mitted by Mr Gundelach, the agriculture c mmissioner, a proposal including 

a reduction in the quota assigned to the DOM [overseas departments], he 
urges that these departments not be subjected to these reductions, in view 
of their special situation, but on the contrary, have their quotas main- 
tained at the present level. If this proposal has the merit of good sense, 
it nonetheless encounters strong opposition on the part of the British con- 
servatives in the assembly. It is their attitude which is the "new fact" 
stressed by Paul Verges during his press conference. 
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"In the course of an early discussion during the last seasion of the 
development commission,” he said, “we came up againet the opposition of our 
British colleagues in the conservative group (who) are seeking to make 
akillful use of the argument to the effect that because the DOM have 
departmental status, they are because of thie an integral part of France 
and as 4 result lack the authority to discuss the matter.” 


They point out to us, Paul Verges went on to say, “after having heard our 
arguments, thet even if we were basically right, they cannot understand 

how it is possible to come to the assembly and aleo the commission to dis- 
cuss problems concerning only one region, and on the tasie of this viewpoint, 
they demand that the production of cane and sugar in Aeunion be taken up 
along with the French sugar beets within the framework of a single quota 
planned for France. (Por) there is no doubt that the European community is 
making a special effort on behalf of the French beet-growers, with regard to 
the overseas departments.” Thus it is obvious to Peul Verges that the 
British conservatives are “challenged in their viewpoint by this argument 
developed in all countries concerning ‘the DOM as an integral part of the 
French economy,'” an argument which “can only be grist for the mill of the 
British conservatives who want to rid themselves of the problem of the 

sugar quotas for the DOM and to leave vs to deal with the French sugar 

beet growers alone.” 


This situation would be in no way to our advantage, because the French sugar 
beet growers “want to maintain their production, and to the extent that our 
situation is different from theirs, i.e. the Antilles and Reunion have 

never achieved their overall 1974 quota while the French sugar beet growers 
for their part have exceeded theirs, there is there a production shortage 

of 100,000 tons on our part, which the sugar beet growers obviously would 
like to exploit.” 


The fact nonetheless remains that, adamant in their position, the con- 
servatives have gone so far as to ask that this matter be quite simply 
withdrawn from the agenda for the development and cooperation commission 
if they do not win their point. As Paul Verges sees it, however, this 
problem of the sugar quotas for the DOM "is beginning to acquire breadth, 
going well beyond a simple problem of tonnage, and this implies that it 
will be necessary to wage a battle for the maintenance of these quotas." 


It is not only in the European assembly circles, moreover, that cinis 
problem has come up since the meeting of the parity commission of the 
ACP [African, Caribbean and Pacific countries]-EEC in Arusha, Tanzania. 
This is a gathering which brings together every year the representatives 
of the assembly of European communities, on the one hand, and represent- 
a*ives of the 59 ACP countries, on the other. In addition, these latter 
countries had submitted to the parity commission office a proposed 
declaration concerning sugar. 





"Defending their interests and their viewpoint,” said Paul Verges, “these 
countries expressed satisfaction with the propesal of the community com- 
mission, accepting the European community reduction in the sugar production 
quotas.” 


It ie obvious that in the step they took, the ACP countries were consider- 
ing the sugar production of the community as a whole--and thus including 
that of the DOM--and it would thus be @ question, according to Paul Verges, 
of preventing thie attitude on the part of the ACP from threatening the 
production of the DOM, since “whatever the status of either may be" (the 
ACP and the DOM), “we must face the same problems of development in our 
countries." “We refuse to allow the overseas departments to be set in op- 
position to the ACP, or vice versa, or any effort in that direction,” he 
specified. 

This attitude or “permanent position,” as Paul Verges called it, has borne 
fruit, because the ACP countries and the representatives of the European 
community assembly spoke in Arusha not of the “reduction of sugar in the 
community,’ which includes the sugar production of the overseas depart- 
ments, but the “reduction of beet sugar surpluses in the European 
community (.. . ) which is entirely consistent with the commitment of 
the community where access for ACP sugar is concerned." 


This led Paul Verges to say that “without anticipating the results of the 
debate which will occur in the European community assembly, or that of the 
discussion in the council of ainisters, it is not for us to say whether 
there will be a sugar surplus in Europe or not, but in the event that those 
who maintain that there is a surplus prove right, it must then be remembered 
that what is involved is beet sugar and not cane sugar. Because of this, 
and whatever the decision made may be, the production of the overseas 
departments cannot be made the issue. 

“But,” Paul Verges went on to say immediately, "I nonetheless believe that 
‘* cannot put our minds at ease in this sector at all. For the representa- 
tive of the community and the British conservatives may very well win out 

in the European community assembly with their view to the effect that the 
sugar production of the regions forming an integral part of a member country 
of the European community should not be discussed. If they are successful 
in winning support for such a viewpoint, it is obvious that we will then be 
in an extremely difficult situation. (For) in fact, if we do not get our 
problems dealt with as such, and as a key element in our development, or the 
maintenance of a certain activity in our country, our future will be very 
dark.”

PRIME MINISTER MUGABE'S FOREIGN POLICY DISCUSSED

[Text As could have been expected, the Mugabe government in Zimbabwe is 
in the process of turning its face northwards and strengthening its ties 
with ite pals in the frontline states and in the OAU. 


What is important for South Africa is the extent to which the increasing 
solidarity with the North deviates from the original position of neutrality 
toward the South. Mr Mugabe's decision to exclude the Republic from the 
independence celebrations is, of course, not a neutral act; neither is his 
participation in the anti-South African constellation deliberations in 
Lusaka. 


More ominous maybe is the advise given by the new minister of information, 
Dr Nathan Shamuyarira, to the Zimbabwe press. They also must change their 
orientation from South to North, he told them this week. 


Really objective reporting about the northern countries can actually only 
further emphasize the shady side of one party independence, and that is 
certainly not what the minister has in mind. Rather, it is his intention 
to put pressure on the Zimbabwe press to the point that it covers up the 
sins of the North and overstresses those of the South. If this were to 
mean that in the process freedom of the press would be reduced, this might 
be less important for the new Zimbabwe than the stronger ties it would thus 
forge with South Africa's enenies.

ESIABLISHMENT OF CLASS OF BLACK LEADERS URGED

“Arvicle by Anne Marie-Mischke: “Nelson Mandela: Leader or Symbol?" | 


_Text | Renewed appeals are currently being made to the 
government to release 61 year old Nelson Mandela from the 
prison on Robbenelland. This also touches a much broader 
concern: leadership in black ranks, and the question of 
whether the current leaders with whom the government talks 
are the real leaders. This article was written as a result 
of an interview with Professor Mike Louw, formerly of the 
Institute for Strategic Studies at the University of 
Pretoria. 


Nelson Mandela has never been fogotten. 


He ie faceless and voiceless -- since 1963, he has been serving a life sen- 
tence for sabotage on Robbeneiland; he may not be quoted and his picture 
may not be published. 


Nevertheless, many people still consider the former leader of the ANC -- 
which had a great deal of political influence on its people in the fifties 
— as the real leader of all blacks in South Africa. Consequently, his 
release has been urged repeatedly. 


From the side of the government it can be argued that Mandela was found 
guilty of a serious offence and sentenced in open court. It is reasoned 
that to confer with black leaders certainly does not mean conferring with 
Mandela. 


Professor Mike Louw associates himself with that position. 
Moreover, he casts doubt upon Mandela's leadership over all the black people 


of South Africa. Mandela did become a symbol for them, he said, but he no 
longer fulfills the requirements laid down for a leader. 
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The fact that Mandela has been cut off from his people for 20 years is rea- 
ponsible for most of those failures. 


History has proven over and over that someone who has been completely cut 
off from his people, cannot simply return and re-aseume the leadership. 
Peron in Argentina wae an example of this. On his return, after years of 
exile, he proved to be a pitiful failure. 


Muga be 


Consequently, the current argument that Mandela is Mugabe's equal in South 
Africa, is wrong. Mugabe had not been cut off from his people for years 
when he won the election. He did operate from outside Rhodesia's borders, 
but he maintained a strong organization, said Professor Louw. 


There is also the question as to what the real extent of Mandela's support 
would be if he were to be released. A leader's support should be relatively 
universal. Thus, someone who wants to be the leacer of the black people in 
South Africa, would have to get the support of most of those black people. 


Could Mandela, after his long absence, obtain this support from, let us say, 
Chief Minister Buthelezi's supporters? 


It is not a foregone conclusion either that he would be able to compete with 
the upcoming generation of young radical leaders. Professor Louw believes 
that if Biko were still alive, for example, Mandela would not have been 
equal to his competition. 


Every leader also has a very important broker's function to fulfill. He 
has to make contact and negotiate, in the name of his people or group, with 
the leaders of other groups. There is so much distrust toward Mandela in 
white ranks that it would probably be impossible for him to fulfill this 
necessary function in the name of his people. 


Gesture 


Wouldn't it make sense then, considering the symbol he has become for his 
people, to release Mandela as a good will gesture? 


Impossible, said Professor Louw. He would be a nuisance in the sense that 
for a while he would stir up things and cause confusion. There is no time 
for that. 


But the disturbing question surrounding the whole Mandela debate still re- 
mains: is the government talking and negotiating with the real leaders? 


In other words: should the government negotiate with the institutionalized 
leaders, as is currently the case, or with the charismatic leaders who work 
outside the system and did not achieve their position through the democratic 
process? With the Buthelezis or with the Motlanas -- and Mandelas? 





In a democracy, it is accepted that leaders achieve their position through 
legal elections within the system. The self-appointed leader, who cannot 
Clearly show what his support basis is, cannot rightly call himself a leader. 


But in South Africa, the issue is clouded by a considerable amount of poli- 
ticking. Suspicion has arisen among the black people with regard to leaders 
who cooperate with the white government. They claim that their real leaders 
cannot be elected because they are either restricted or in prison, or not 
willing to become "puppets" of the government. 


And Professor Louw believes that it is precisely for this reason that the 
government should proceed with the creation of a stronger class of leaders 
among the black-. 


We have erred, he said, in not preparing the field for the blossoming of 
leadership. There is a lag in the recognition, identification and legiti- 
mation of leaders. And thus the radicals have acquired a prestige which 
they do not really have a right to. 


Following its old paternalistic approach, the government has paid attention 
only to the traditional leaders, the tribal chiefs and paramount chiefs, 
and closed its eyes to the further natural development of leaders. It ne- 
glected its duty by not encouraging leadership among, for example, profes- 
sional groups. 


Political leadership, said Professor Louw, is like a tree whose roots are 
deep into the ground: this is based on the formation of elites in all 
spheres of life which produce leaders. 


In the future, there will have to be a purposeful action to identify and 
encourage these elite groups and their leaders at ail levels of society. 


This is a task which the Department of Cooperation and Development ought to 
take up. 


This developing class of leaders should men be given the opportunity to 
serve in many more institutions than is currently the case. Besides, said 
Professor Louw, there is a shortage of such institutions. At the local 
level, there already ought to be many more councils in which black and white 
leaders serve together. One also thinks of specialized councils, such as, 
for example, transportation councils. 


But these leaders will acquire prestige only if it becomes clear that they 
Can produce results. 


Alternative 


A strong class of leaders, based on elite groups throughout black society, 
which cleerly produces substantial results for its people, is the only way 
to find an alternative to the radical leaders outside the system. 


reople like Dr Motlana, from Soweto, will have to choose then: either they 
become self-institutionalized leaders or they lose their influence because 


they cannot produce results.

The Transvaal NP is being called names -- primarily ty people who do not un- 
derstand Transvaal politics. 


We are an anti-Cape crowd of petty provincialists. Troubl+makers. Polit'cal 
innocents. Boycotters. The disloyal. 


The order must go out: bend or break! 

And the methoa to be used is an expulsion action. Operation Hertzog is now 
where it is at. The anti-P.W. Botha people must be snuffed out, unmasked 
and driven away -- this is what is being said. 


With this threat: those who do not march in line must not appropriate the 
name of nationalists for themselves. 


Newspapers 


This campaign is being waged by newspapers... and more newspapers. Some of 
them because they do not know Afrikaner politics, and others because they 


are foreign and are naive with regard to Transvaal politics. 
It is an unholy alliance aimed at disruption. 


Some want to break the NP, others evidently want to break ultra-conservatisn 
through expulsion. 


Some want to render P.W. Botha powerless through expulsion, and others be- 
lieve that they will make P.W. Botha strong through expulsion. 
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Some want to let chaos break loose, and others boast that purification is 
necessary now, 


An unholy alilance of commentators and personalities within the NP in 
Transvaal and in other provinces, who carry tales to the Cape and carry 
tales from the Cape to Transvaal, 


It has become necessary to register a protest against this. The Transvaal 
NP should take exception to the fact that it is being screamed at. 


Objectors 


Fortunately, the expulsion operation was a failure. A great deal of work 
was put in Uy all sides to accomplish this. 


However, some people are covertly waiting for the next gap or slipup. 


DIE TRANSVALER has taken another position. We have travelled a long way 
with the Transvaal NP, in times of harmony and in times when the relation- 
ship was anything but peaceful. 


We know how arduous the process of builaing up this NP in Transvaal was. 
We have walked together with Strijdom and Verwoerd and those around then. 


We have tried to exorcise the tensions which were already gnawing on the 
Vorster administration about certain issues, and we have motivated our 
people in Transvaal about necessary changes of direction. 


We must patiently help the Connie Mulder supporters to get over the shock 
following his breaking away. 


And we are now on the firing line to assist those who object to P.W. Botha's 
initiatives, with understai.ding, with laborious arguments, with pleas and 
“brotherly quarrels,” in order to walk together with frankness. 


Issues 


This is why we are registering a protest against attempts which would drive 
our Transvaal people apart. 


We know of a large multitude of National Party members with integrity who 
have not as yet thrown themselves heart and soul behind the new government. 
And this in spite of the SUNDAY TIMES report which purported to prove the 
opposite, and the few members of parliament which have been counted in 
Capetown, and who would walk out if necessary as a “small band.” 


Many ordinary people in Transvaal have reservations -- the workers, the 
“small leader” of his community, whether expressed from the pulpit or from 
the school desk, or from the platform of a farmers organization, or from 
wherever else. 
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The people are in the process of turning the corner, but if they continue 
to be screamed at and if Operation Expulsion continues to attack with a 
battering-ram, then there will be damage in Transvaal, which is something 
people do not seem to realize. 


It is our opinion that unity of opinion should be maintained within the 
Transvaal NP. This would create room which would give people the opportu- 
nity to convince each other to allow the swollen fruit of Transvaal to ripen. 


If this turns into an explosion, then the opportunity for persuasion has 
been lost. 


We are not trying to cover up our differences. 


We already recognized this early on, at a time when others still wanted to 
deny it. Here and there, there are even differences in premises. 


We pleaded for renewal and change at a time when this was still very unpo- 
pular and when many of today's reformers were still singing a different tune. 


There are differences with leading politicians. And more differences will 
develop if the issue of the NP and the Afrikaner is affected. It cannot be 
tolerated for the stomach of the NP to be stacked full of rocks. 


There has been no shrinking from setting today's political direction, before 
and after Mr Botha became prime minister, as the necessary path to the fu- 
ture. 


This 12 point plan is seen as a uniting factor. 


Recently, we opposed those of our former leaders who lobby against the 
government. 


However, we cannot identify with an attitude of haughty contempt for the 
Transvaal NP. And least of all with a disguised and public expulsion action. 


Loyal 


The group of Transvaal National Party members who are now asking questions, 
and who differ on certain issues, are distrustful of further policy develop- 
ment and are trying to bring things to a stop, are not all hidden supporters 
of Hertzog and Mulder. There are some of those, but there are also loyal 
National Party members -- many of them -- who do not yet want to fall into 
line. In certain aspects, the 12 point plan is still being tested. 


To be sure, there are various causes for this, some of which are not so in- 
nocent. And there are cases where people in Transvaal do not receive the 
necessary guidance. But it would not be wise to separate the so-called 
sheep from the goats at this time. When a clear choice has been made, then 
such an action would be justified. This was said when DIE TRANSVALER felt 
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that Mulder and his supporters would have to run, and when such situations 
again justify it, we will say it again. 


But those who are not informed about the political nuances of this province 
should not come and bedevil us about the northern differences which exist 
among us. 


Sparks have already flown here among us -- and also between newspaper and 
party. But in Transvaal we are doing this within the framework of our own 
family discussions. That this must be done, is clear.

EVOLUTION OF NUSAS DURING LAST DECADE OUTLINED

| Text | While the ASB [Afrikaans Students Union| and stu- 
dents at the Afrikaans speaking universities during the 
seventies -- following the disturbances surrounding the 
Challenged S.E.D. Brown motion -- kept themselves occupied 
with matters such as Afrikaner identity, the relationship 
with the Coloreds, the immorality act and the law prohi- 
biting mixed marriages, the student organization on the 
English speaking campuses, NUSAS |National Union of South 
African Students |, experienced its own disturbances. 

While the Schlebusch Committee and its findings kept NUSAS 
in the news during the first part of the decade, following 
another significant event, NUSAS occupied itself with self- 
examination. The reason for this was the decision made by 
the black students in 1968, under the leadership of Steve 
Biko, to break away from NUSAS. By 1977, what NUSAS now 
calls its “Africanization program" had begun to crystal- 
lize. In this interview, the current president of NUSAS, 
Mr Andrew Boraine, draws a picture of the course of events 
in NUSAS during the past decade. As far as can be deter- 
mined, this 21 year old student at the University of 
Capetown is the youngest president in the history of NUSAS. 


The disturbances of 1976, said NUSAS President Mr Andrew Boraine, were a 
turning point for the organization. 


As of 1977 there has been talk of the Africanization of NUSAS. In Mr 
Boraine’s words, this came down briefly to the realization that the future 
of the English speaking student lies in South Africa and that he no longer 
has anything to do with Britain. He should identify with the country to 
such an extent that he would not, together with a number of his fellow 
students, seek his future abroad. And his education should be Africa 
oriented.

Consequently, it is in this light that NUSAS' theme the next year, in 1978, 
must be seen: Bducation for a future in Africa. 





For the Afrikaners -- who are far removed from NUSAS and often out of touch 
with the trends in the organization -- and among the English speaking youth, 
the Africanization of NUSAS may appear somewhat strange. Should this atti- 
tude not be the least that a person can expect from fellow South Africans? 
Should it not be the least to expect that the British "home" idea be aban- 
doned? 


It is not so simple. 


The kind of politics indulged in by NUSAS in the sixties could hardly be 
labeled true involvement politics. 


Protest Politics 


“Mr Boraine calls it protest politics. These were the years of large demon- 
strations, which often led to confrontations with the police. Arrest with- 
out trial and restrictions were the issues which were given priority in the 
protest politics. 


In addition, the NUSAS students also believed that they had the interest of 
their black fellow students at heart. Few NUSAS students today would deny 
that the NUSAS of the sixties included a good dose of paternalism. 


Mr Boraine believes that this was effective -- but he is also quick to re- 
cognize that by the end of the sixties NUSAS had become self-satisfied -- 
and that it probably needed the shock which the yar 1968 brought. 


That year, under the leadership of Steve Biko, the black students broke 

away from the NUSAS. Bewildered white students had to hear from sometimes 
nearly hostile black quarters that they no longer represented the black stu- 
dents. Henceforth, the black students would decide their own interests, 

and there was no longer any room for paternalism. 


"During the preceding years, the white students had not been sensitive enough 
to the effect which the advent of black theology, black consciousness and 

the attainment of independence by mmerous African countries, had on the stu- 
dents of those years,” said Boraine. 


NUSAS had to decide whether it would go stand outside in the cold while the 
black man spoke for himself, or whether it would take a new direction. 


During the process of self-examination, which went on for years, the demon- 
strations and protest politics of the sixties disappeared. Instead, the 
students have become socially involved with soup kitchens, community houses 
and medical and legal aid centers. 
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By 1977, NUSAS defined itself and its new role as being part of Africa. 


Henceforth, as South Africans in South Africa and in Africa, they would con- 
sider South Africa as a part of the Thire World, with its typical problems 
of unemployment and underdevelopment. It is in this light that they would 
try to identify their problems and try to find solutions and make sugges- 
tions. 


As of 1978, a particularly large amount of attention has been given to uni- 
versity curricula in order to try to make them more "Africa oriented." It 
does not help, said Mr Boraine, when a law student learns everything about 
corporate taxes if his knowledge of labor laws and pass laws is defective. 
Likewise, there are specific medical and economic problems which a student 
in Africa and South Africa should occupy himself with. 


He said that university administrations are sometimes unwilling, but yet 
that there are indications of a certain degree of success. 


NUSAS still remains strongly anti-government oriented. 


From the podium, NUSAS leaders always express themselves unequivocally 
against numerous aspects of government action and of NP policy. 


Numerous NUSAS members are active members of the PFP | Progressive Federal 
Party}; there are also contacts between the PFP and NUSAS, even though 
there are no official ties. 


But there are also NUSAS members who clash with the PFP, and those who demand 
much more radical actions by the PFP. 


Elections 


The recent difference of opinion, when some NUSAS students spoke up very 
sharply against white elections, is still fresh in our minds. 


Mr Boraine said that the official NUSAS position is that the individual 
student must make up his own mind as to whether he will or will not vote. 
Nevertheless, he added that people will have to accept the fact that some 
NUSAS students will refuse to participate in white elections and white po- 
litics. Their position is that all racial groups should taxe part in the 
same elections. Their opinions, and that of their opponents, must be res- 
pected. 


There are still no formal contacts with the black students, but informal 
talks have resumed. Mr Boraine said that a large number of black students 
are now willing to move “beyond consciousness." They are prepared to par- 
ticipate in a non-racial program of action.

CONDUCT, OUTCOME OF ELECTION REPORTED 


Mugabe at Bat 
Paris DEMAIN L'AFRIQUE in French 10 Mar 80 pp 24-25 


[Text] Those that dreamed of a coalition government, with an open-door policy 

for wheeling and dealing, will have what they hoped for. It was expected 

that Robert Mugabe would come out on top of the election, and it was even 
speculated that he would pass the 40 seat mark with more than half the votes 

of the black constituents. But to go from there to giving him the absolute 
majority in an assembly where 20 seats are reserved by law for white deputies.... 


The tidal wave has nonetheless taken place: close to 63 percent of the 
voters gave their support to Robert Mugabe's party, which is thus assured of 
an absolute majority in Parliament with 57 seats out of 100. As for the 
British governor, Lord Christopher Soames, who had foolishly declared that 
he would not necessarily work with the candidate who came out on top of the 
election, he obviously no longer has a choice.... 


The result obtained by Joshua Nkowo--20 seats--is no surprise: he carried 

a large majority in the Province of Matabeleland, but was not able to make 
the showing he had hoped to in Shonaland. As for Bishop Abel Muzorewa, he 
had to be content with three seats in Parliament, a mere 8.27 percent of the 
vote. Thus ends the political career of the “little bishop,” the last prime 
minister, thanks to lan Smith and Pretoria, of the rebel colony. Neither the 
millions spent by South Africa for his campaign nor the intimidating maneuvers 
of his men were able to convince the voters. 


The morning of 4 March, a joyful and noisy crowd invaded the streets of 
Salisbury to celebrate Mugabe's victory. Victory...and peace? The heads of 
the Zimbabwe African National Union (ZANU) have multiplied their effort to 
reassure the former rebels and to preserve peace during the several days 
which separated thé election and the official announcement of the results. 
During an interview with Lord Soames, they had to ask him to prolong his stay 
in Zimbabwe by several weeks so that the transitional period might be easier, 
and also so that negotiations for an immediate integration of the armed 
forces might be accomplished. 
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A batallion of the Zimbabwe African Liberation Army (ZANLA) was supposed to 
leave their camp at Fox Trot for a Rhodesian Army training base, even before 
the publication of the results. As of 27 February, the firet day of the voting, 
Robert Mugabe left Salisbury for Maputo... where three days earlier Gen 

Peter Walle, commander in chief of the Rhodesian forces, and Ken Flower, head 
of the Rhodesian secret service, had preceded him. The topic of negotiations: 
getting a solemn agreement from Gen Walle that he would respect the resulte 
of the election. In exchange, the leader of ZANU, seemingly yielding on this 
point to the pressure of President Samora Machel, agreed to keep Gen Walls in 
hie functions; Rex Ngongo, commander in chief of ZANLA, would become chief of 
general staff at his side, 


For his part, ZANU's secretary of information, Eddison Zvogbo, declared on 3 
March that police forces Like the army would remain as they were; at the same 
time he praised Gen Walls for his professionalism, for his respect of law 

and order and for his readiness to serve a constitutional government. He 
also expressed the hope that only a few months would be needed for the white 
people to be completely reassured about their future: "Believe me, those 
who cross the borders tomorrow will soon return." 


Excess of optimism? Robert Mugabe certainly has an impressive trump: 

absolute majority which, even if he asks Joshua Nkomo for help in a concern 

for national unity, is a stabilit. factor. The frank and massif "yes" of 

the electoral body that he obtai:.ed in an election monitored by several hundred 
international observers gives him rather solid control. "It's better than 

a shaky coalition, because this country needs stability," said the president 
(white) of Salisbury's chamber of commerce during a BBC interview last 4 

March. Without hiding his uneasiness, he nevertheless affirmed that he had 
decided to “wait and see." 


If it is confirmed, the move to keep Gen Walls at the head of the armed 
forces--a move criticized rotably by groups close to ANC, the principal 
liberation movement in South Africa, who fear that the new government of 
Zimbabwe is not proof of all the solidarity anticipated, especially as far 
as their guerrillas are concerned--risks to keep Zimbabwe from unanimity. 
Undoubtedly Robert Mugabe feels that he is now strong enough to improse this 
decision hoped for by the frontline presidents. And perhaps the price of 
peace is just that...Like a guarantee given publicly by Mugabe to maintain 
commercial relations with the powerful neighbor to the south. Will it be 
enough? Even before the election, the authorities is Pretoria had taken 
measures to mobilize their forces of intervention. Simply a precaution? 


Defeated by the polls, Bishop Muzorewa could well be tempted to use his 
20,000 auxiliary troops and, thanks to this Zimbabwen UNITA, try to obtain 
Pretoria’s help in order to unstabilize the new regime. The threat is not 

to be taken lightly. However, it is also certain that the prime minister of 
South Africa, Peter Botha, would prefer ~tleman's agreement" with Robert 
Mugabe. And he seems, right or wrong, tui « chosen the way of compromise.

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Dice Were Loaded

[Text] All of Africa is watching and waiting: in Salisbury, Lord Christopher 
Soames has put everything in motion to steal the victory from the Patriotic 
Front. At any rate, the British governor has not ceased to behave as if he 
were carrying out illegal actions. He has opened the Zimbabwe borders to the 
military detachments of Pretoria's racist regime, and has not uttered the 
slightest protest against the threats openly made by South Africa, who has 
never hidden the fact that she would prevent dissatisfactory resulte--if 
necessary by armed intervention--and that she would contest these results 

by creating "chaos." 


But Lord Soames well intended that the rest of Africa should have little doubt 
about his firmness. He has not hestitated to skirt the border of diplomatic 
insult. He has rejected the Organization of African Unity's (OAU) demands 
that a team of observers be sent to Zimbabwe the week preceding the opening 
of the polls, 27-29 February 1980, to cross the country in order to verify 
that the electoral campaign take place in impartial and free conditions. 


The governor of Zimbabwe opposed this request point blank. It was out of the 
question to give the emissaries of the Pan African Organization the possibility 
to conduct a thorough investigation from 19-26 February or to establish cir- 
cumstantial evidence. As far as Lord Soames is concerned, Africa does not 
belong to the Africans, and his most gracious majesty is not disposed to 
letting witnesses hinder him in his endeavors. 


He wanted to regulate the elections that were supposed to give the people 

of Zimbabwe independence in his own way; he had his own ideas on the matter. 
However, since it would have been difficult for him to show such partiality 

too openly, he allowed the OUA's mission, but set a limit on the time they 
could remain in the country. The group was only permitted to enter Salisbury, 
the capital of African land, on 25 February, i.e., only two days before the 
opening of the polls; and i* was asked to leave on 1 March. 


It is clear that Lord Soames was not too anxious for curious on-lookers to 
scrutinize the initiatives he planned on undertaking too closely, an under- 
taking which could eventually include the help of South African soldiers, 
40,000 white Rhodesian reservists, and 25,000 men of auxiliary forces 
favorable to Monseigneur Abel Muzorewa. 


In this way united Africa would not have had the right to assist in counting 
the ballots of an election which was of extreme importance to one of the 
peoples of the continent; a people which had fought in hand to hand combat 

for 7 years in an attempt to gain control of its own destiny from the colonial 
power and its auxiliary administration headed first by racist Lan Smith and 
then by Monseigneur Muzorewa. 





If the British governor rejected the presence of African witnesses so 
atubbornly, it is because he was afraid he would be accused, and that there 
would be proof to boot. All of Africa exposed his double game, Faced with 
evidence of the facts, Dar es Salaam did not fear denouncing the maneuvers of 
Lord Soames, who kept on “preparing the ground" for the victory of the 
parties he supported, and the prevention of a free and normal electoral 
campaign and election. 


But Africa was not alone in noticing the British authorities’ violation of 
the Lancaster House agreement. In Stockholm, Olaf Palme accused Lord Soames, 
reproaching him for abusing his power. Basing itself on reports established 
by two observers sent to Salisbury by his political party, the secretary- 
general of the social-democrate of Sweden criticized the "partiality" of the 
Rhodesian adwinistration and of the London representative. 


For its part, the humanitarian organization Amnesty International affirmed 
that human rights in Zimbabwe had continually been violated in the country 
since the reestablistment of direct British administration: arrests and 
arbitrary detentions were multiplied, and the authorities in Salisbury 
refused to unequivocally condemm torture. 


Which means that the Zimbabwe patriots have accepted to put themselves to 
the test of universal suffrage in the most unfavorable conditions possible for 
them. London and its representative have spared nothing in their attempt 
to falsify the results of the election, and they even risked entertaining an 
atmosphere propitious for a renewal of war. But the maneuver was in vain. 


In this affair, Africa has show a praiseworthy spirit of responsibility. 

But she has also shown that she does not intend to abandon one of the peoples 
of the continent which paid very dearly for the right to gain its independence. 
This is a comfort and an assurance for those Africans still under the yoke 

of colonial domination. 
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
